CANTON ‘€0.,) Oct. 7.—George D. 
Saxton, a brother of Mrs. McKinley, 
wife of President McKinley, was shot 
dead at 6:10 o'clock this evening’ in 
front of the residence of Mrs. Eva B. 
wluow of the Tate George 
Althouse, No. 319 ‘Lincoln “avenue,, 
where he js presumed to have gone to 
make a call. Five shots were fired, 
three of which entered his body. Mrs. 
Anna C. George has been placed un- 
der arrest on suspcion of having com- 
mitted the murder. 

Saxton was unconscious when neigh- 
bors arrived, and was dead when the 
physicians and officers arrived. The 
physicians expressed the opinion that 
death was instantaneous, three bul- 
lets having entered vital spots. The 
position of the bedy indicated that he 
had been on the step to the Althouse 
residence when the shots were fired. 
The body was taken to an undertaking- 
room and placed in charge of the Cor- 
oner. .Immediately after the autopsy 
it will be taken to the home of M. C. 
Barber, a brother-in-law, where Sax- 


ton, who was unmarried, made his 
home. 
Mr. Saxton left the Barber home 


about 6 o’clock, riding his bicycle, and 
this was the last seen of him by his 
friends. The Althouse home was dark 
and locked, and the neighbors said 
Mrs. Althouse had not been at home 
for the past three days. One of the 
neighbors said a woman, who was sup- 
posed to have done the shooting, had 
passed back of the house. Mrs. 
George took her supper, as usual, at a 


| downtown restaurant at 4:46 o’clock, 


and some time later was on a west- 
‘bound car, and, according to the mo- 
torman, got off at Hazlett avenue, 
near the Althouse home. About 9 
o’clock she was arrested by the police 
officers and locked up. Trouble in lo- 
cating her was due principally to the 
fact that she moved from her old home 
yesterday. 

Mrs. George is the divorced wife of 
Samuel C. George, and formerly was 
a tenant of Saxton in his downtown 
business block, conducting a dress- 
making business. Her divorce was ob- 
tained in Dakota, and proceedings were 
later filed in the local courts by the 
husband against Saxton, charging that 
Saxton had sent her there to secure 
the divorce, the proceedings here being 
a suit for damages for the alleged 
alienation of the wife’s affections. This 
case has been through all the inter- 
mediate courts, and was passed upon 
by the State Supreme Court, and fin- 
ally remanded for hearing on its 
merits here. Before this occurred, on 
Wednesday, a settlement was effected, 
Saxton paying George $1825 on the claim 
set up of $20,000 for damages. 

Mrs. George has also had several 
cases against Saxton, claiming the de- 
tention of furniture, the defense of 
Saxton being that the articles were 
held for overdue rent in the -rooms. 
Mrs. Althouse, in front of whose house 
the shooting occurred, several months 
ago began peace proceedings against 
Mrs. George, allegeing that her life 
had been threatened. 

While the officers were talking to Mrs: 
Oberlin, in whose house Mrs. George 
lived, Mrs. George was seen coming 
across a lot near by. she at- 
tempted to go around the house to get 
in the back way, she was put “sinder 
arrest by the officers, and brought to 
police headquarters, When she was 
brought into the station she seemed

CAST-OFF MANTLE. 


Charles A. Towne Declares the Sen- 
ator Has Notions. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


“BUTTE (Mont.,) Oct. 7.—The Silver 
Republican and Populist State Commit. 
tees met here today to fill two va- 
cancies on their joint ticket, caused by 
the declination of Charles S. Hartman, 
nominee for Congress, and Henry C. 
Smith, nominee for Associate Justice of 
the Supreme Court. At the Silver Re- 
publican meeting, Congressman Hart- 
man produced a letter from Charles A. 
Towne, chairman of the National Com- 
mittee, deposing Senator Lee Mantle 
from the chairmanship of the State 
Committee, and naming Col. O. P. Chis- 
holm as his successor. Mantle was ac- 
cused in the letter of entertaining no- 
tions looking to a union of the two 
wings of the Republican party, the reg- 
ulars and the silver men. 

The Repwblicans and the Silver Re- 
publicans of Cascade county fused to- 
day. At the State Committee meeting 
Hartman asked Mantle if he approved 
of this. Mantle said he did, but claimed 
it was a local affair for the Cascade 
veople to settle. Hartinan then pro- 
duced the Towne letter, and then Hart. 
man, Chisholm and R. A. O'Hara of 
Ravello left the meeting. They will 
organize the committee. The Congress 
wacancy on the State ticket was filled 
by naming T. 8S. Hogan, Populist. 

The Mantle members of the Silver 
Republican State Committee refused 
to admit the authority of Towne to 
make the removal, and passed resolu- 
tions condemning him and Hartman. 


ALMOST A CONFLICT. 


DONS AT MANZANILLO REFUSE TO 
EVACUATE. 


Col. Ray’s Arrival to Take Posacs- 
sion of the City Surprises the 
Spanish Commander—A Call to 
Arms—Gen. Wade Grants Post- 
ponement, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
MANZANILLO, Oct. 7.—[By West 
Indian Cable.] Today a fight was nar- 
rowly averted between the Spanish 
Garrison under Gol. Parron and the 
United States troope under Col. Ray, 
one battalion of the Third Immunes, 
who have arrived here from Santiago 
to take possession of the city, The ar- 
rival of the Américans had taken the 


‘Spanish commander considerably . by 


surprise, and he, had represented to 
Col. Ray that he had recefved word 
from Gen. Blanco informing him that 


the date of the American occupation 
‘has been postponed to October 10. He 


requested Col. Ray to cable for addi- 
tional instructions. The latter con- 
sented to do so, and sent a dispatch to 
Gen. Lawton at Santiago. — 

At 7 o’clock this morning Col. Ray 


not having heard from Gen. Lawton 


to the contrary, sent word py Adjt. 
Collins to Col. Parron that, in ac- 
cordance with his imstructiors. he 
should march his men to the city from 
the dock, a mile away, where the 


-transport had moved at the request of 


Col. Parron, and would take posses- 
sion of the public baci in the name 
of the colonel. 

At 8 o’clock the battalion was in mo- 
tion. with colors flying. Col. Ray 
marched toward the city, but before 
the troops reached the city gate, Adjt. 
Collins arrived with Col. Parron’s re- 
ply. The latter said he had no objec- 
tion to surrendering the customhouse 
at once, provided the American fleg was 
not raised. Col. Ray retorted that 
the United States was not accustomed 
to taking possession without displaying 
the. insignia of its sovereignty. 

The march was then continued to- 
ward the city. When the troops passed 
the guard at the gate, a body of twenty- 
five men, the latter lined up and 
saluted. ~The report soon spread 
through the city that the Americans 
had arrived with colors flying, and 
the streets were soon thronged by ap- 
parently the whole population, men, 
women and children turning out by the 
thousands, as the regiment marched 
toward the principal square, where it 
halted. 

At this point, a Spanish bugler 
sounded the call to arms, and the 
Spanish garrison turned out to the 
number of 500 men, on the other side of 
the square. Col. Ray visited Col. Par- 
ron at the palace, and a somewhat 
stormy interview took place between 
them, with the aid of an interpreter. 

After considerable discussion and 
many requests on the part of Col. Par- 
ron that Col. Ray should take his men 
out of the city until Blanco could be 
communicated with, it was decided not 
to take action until the cable office 
should be closed, at 6 o’clock this even- 
ing, Col. Ray asserting that if by that 
time, no further instructions had been 
received, he would take action imme- 
diately before nightfall. 

In the meantime the United States 
troops were to be marched up to the 
barracks, which the Spaniards left last 
night on departing for Cienfuegos, Col. 
Ray consenting to encase the colors, 
out of deference to Col. Parron’'s fear 
that the sight of the American flag 
might excite the Spanish element be- 
yond restraint, and so provoke some 
overt act leading bloodshed. 

Tt was Col. Ray's firm intention to 
take action as soon as the cable office 
closed, and it was evident that the 
soldiers on both sides were quite ready 
to try conclusions, the Spanish officers 
not taking kindly to evacuation. But 
some time before the office closed, Col. 
Ray received a dispatch from Gen. 
Wade, explaining that the commander 
of the Spanish troops at Manzanillo 
had requested a delay until Octéber 
10, and that the formal evacuation, 
therefore, was postponed. The United 
States troops remain in the barracks 
by permission of Col. Parron. 

Most of the inhabitants of Man- 
zanillo look healthy. Many people are 
arriving from various parts of this, the 
richest section of the island. When 
the Reina de Los Angeles was docking, 
the crowds poured in from all direc- 
tions to see the first American troops 
ever on view at Manzanillo, The Span- 
ish gunboat Cuba Espafiola was set on 
fire Wednesday, presumably under or- 
ders from Havana. She was of no 
great value. She ran ashore when 
chased by the United States cruiser 
Marblehead, and was never hauled off,

ST. PAUL (Minn.,) Oct. 7.—A corre- 
spondent at the steamboat landing at 
Cass Lake, Minn., telegraphs tonight as 
follows: 

“People at this place have just re- 
ceived word by boat from Walker to 
leave at once for places of safety. 
Parties arriving in the same launch say 
there has been a heavy battle near 
Bear Island. One man says he saw 
seven dead soldiers this morning. This 
place will be vacant by nightfall. There 
are about thirty men from lumber 
camps here, who will go to Walker this 


evening.”’ 
THE SOLDIERS SAFE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WALKER (Minn.,) Oct. 7.—Gen. Ba- 
con and his men arrived here at 12:26 
o’clock, having no difficulty in landing 
from boats. It is reported that at sev- 
eral points along the lake were seen 
white flags, indicating surrender. 

HAD THEM WHIPPED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 7.—A special 
from Duluth says Gen. Bacon has sent 
word that he has the Pillager Indians 
whipped, and does not need further re- 
inforcements. The companies of the 
Fourteenth Minnesota now here do not 

expect to be called out. 

Gus Beaulieu, who knows the Indians 
in and around Leech Lake as well as 
any other living man, is confident thet 
they will today ask for terms of peace, 
Beaulieu made a tour of the lake yes- 
terday in the Journal dispatch boat 
Jennie, arriving in Walker last night 
late. He brought word that four of 
those for whom warrants have been is- 
sued have given themselves up to the 
chiefs of their respective tribes, by 
whom they will be given up today at 
the conference with Agent Sutherland, 
which they have asked. As proof that 
the intemtions of the Indians are more 
friendly, Beaulieu points to the fact 
that all Indians now coming into the 
agency are bringing their wives and 
children. 

Chief Gay-Gwa-Che-Way-Binning of 
Bear Island, who has been one of the 
most active in endeavoring to suppress 
the rebellion, assured Lieut. Humphrey 
yesterday that everything would be 
amicably settled in the next twenty- 
four hours and that his tribe was 
anxious for peace. It must be comfessed 
at the same time that Beaulieu’s opti- 
mistic prophesies are not shared by the 
people of Walker, or supported by the 
reports that are constantly coming into 
town. 

A courier came in this morning from 
a point twenty-five miles north and 
said that during the past forty-eight 
hours more than two hundred amd fifty, 
Indians, all armed with Winchesters, 


have been counted by him alone, and 


that they are goilmg in the direction of 


Bear Island. 

One of the hostile chiefs, who was 
spoken to yesterday on the point near 
the Narrows, boasted that he had seen 
armed men as thick as leaves in the 
forest, amd defied those on the boat to 
fire a shot. One instructor in an In- 
dian school said last night that, de- 
spite the protestations of friendship, 
the agemcy Indians are in an ugly 
mood, and thet their sentiments, as 
gathered from several of their powe 
wows the has been fortunate enough to 
overhear, are warlike. He fears that 
trouble will come from this source be- 
fore the matter is settled. 

Dr. Hart has brought his family inte 
Walker, and all of the white people of 
the agency have followed hig example 
with a single excention—Mrs. Smith, 
one of the teachers. This seems to in- 
dicate very plainly in which direction 
the Wind is blowing among these peo- 
ple. People in and around Walker are 
apprehensive of the outcome, and are 
demanding that the redskins be pur- 
sued until they are broken in spirit and 
are thoroughly cowed. They say that 
if the trouble shall be allowed to drop 
now it will be but a short time before 
the Indians again become defiant, and

THE BODIES.

UPRISING OVER. 


Reassuring Reports Received by 
Officials at Washington. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT, } 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—Reports re- 
ceived by the officials of the War and 
Interior departments from the Indian 
outbreak are of a reassuring charaic- 
fer tonight, and they now feel that 
the uprising may be regarded as over. 
Gen. Bacon, who has charge of affairs, 
will remain at Walker for the present, 
and this, it is hoped, will have a quiet- 
ing effect on the citizens of the sur- 
rounding country who have felt that 
they were in danger from the redskins. 

Gen. Corbin tonight said there was 
no basis for the report that two troops 
of cavalry on their way from Hunts- 
Ville, Ala., from North Dakova, had 
been ordered to Walker. Gen. Bacon's 
telegram showed he was not in need 
of reinforcements. The following is 
Gen. Bacon’s latest dispatch: 

“WALEER (Minn.,) Oct. 7.—Arrived 
here at noon with my detachment in 
good condition. The killed and badly 
wounded have been shipped to Fort 
Snelling this morning. The Indians 
have been badly whipped anda left the 
country adjacent to the fight.’ En 
route here, other Chippewa bands dis- 
played white flags along the lake shore.

AS REPORTERS SAW IT. 


The Officers Were Brave, Even to 
Recklessness. 
{ASSOCIATED I'RESS NIGHT REPORT. } 
WALKER (Minn.,) Oct. 7.—J. 
Beaton, one of the three newspaper 
meén with Gen. Bacon's troops, wires 
the Minneapolis Tribune a long account 
of the battle. After describing the 
landing he says: 
“As there .was no indication of 
‘trouble, Brill, Knappen and myself 
made up our minds to go back to 
Walker. on the boat to be sent by Gen. 
Bacon for the tents and rations for

landing waiting for the rowboats to 
take us up to the steamer when a shot 
‘was hear Immediately we ran to the 
Fight on the hill, when a volley came 
from the woods to the front of us.

Then he fell 
into the arms of the doctor, who car- 
ried him into the log cabin at the 
crest of the hill, where he died in one 
hour and thirty minutes. There were 
two wounds in his stomach, and an 
artery had been cut, and he bled to 
death despite the efforts of the surgeon 
to save him. ° His was the death of 
‘a soldier. and such a death, as he ex- 
pressed to me a few minutes before, as 
he desired to experience. The major 
and myself had walked back and 
forth from the scouting tour together. 
It was an awful sight, but strange as 
it, seems, we reporters, down on the 
bank, talked back and forth, of what a 
good story it would be, and did not 
realize our position until the big battle 
was over, and the shots were fewer, 
and we had nothing to think about 
except the fact that we might follow 
in the footsteps of the major. 

“About the same time the major fell, 
Private Powell, who was running from 
one cover to another, was seen to 
drop, and in the evening after dark- 
ness had come, he was carried to the 
little cabin, the victim of another bul- 
let from the Indians’ Winchesters. 

“The stripes on the sleeves of an- 
other man, whom I saw throw up his 
hands and drop his gun, told me that 
a@ sergeant had been shot. Afterward 
I learned that he was Sergt. Butler, 
and that he had been killed instantly 
by a shot throveh his head. 

“As he fell, Lieut. Ross, who had 
charge of the two flanks after the in- 
jury sustained by Maj. Wilkinson, was 
seen to drop upon his knees wnd fire 
in the direction in which the shot that 
had killed Butler had come. They told 
me afterward that Ross got his man, 
and had fully avenged the death of 
the gallant sergeant. 

“After that the men were out of 
sight up in the wodds, and behind the 
cabin. and we could only lie on the 
beach and wonder when our end would 
come, for we did not know but that 
the soldiers avould be annihilated. 
There was no let-up in the firing. Sud- 
denly. to our right, we heard the voice 
of Col. Sheehan of St. Paul, deputy 
United States marshal. We glanced up 
and could see the veteran Indian fighter 
leading an advance by a portion of 
the right flank. 

“*You've got them whipped, boys, 
you’ve got them whipped! Give it to 
them, give it to them!’ the colonel was 
yelling at the top of his voice. Every 
time his voice was heard a volley ramg 
out, and everv time it was further 
away from us. Afterward we learned 
that we had the colonel to thank for 
our lives. Some Indians had attempled 
to turn our right flank and attack the 
civillams on the beach. The colonel saw 
us and realized our danger, and his 
gallant attack had undoubtedly saved 
our lives. As i¢ was, bullets flew about 
our heads, and the sands and stones 
about us were peppered for several 
yards. 

“When we realized the position in 
which the colonel was in we called to 
him to get under cover, but he paid no 
attention to us. He stayed with the 
men umtil he had accomplished his 
purpose, and when we had about made 
up our minds that he was dead, we 
were startled by a move in the weeds 
above us. 

“I've been wounded boy, I’ve’ been 
wounded,’ was the remark we heard, 
as the weeds parted amd the gallant 
colonel fell to «he ground before us. 
We did not know how badly he was 
hurt, but saw two holes were in his 
coat’‘sieeve.

“The steamers Chief and Zella left 
here at 2 o'clock this morning to bring 
Gen. Bacon and his men away from the 
mainland at the farther side of the 
lake. These boats took barges, around 
three sides of which were piles of hay 
for breastworks. \A ‘detachment of 
regulars was sent with each boat by 
Col. Harbach. The captains of the 
boats told Marshal O’Connor that they 
would not go without soldiers to pro- 
tect them. They said the Indians would 
try to prevent them going to Gen. 
Bacon, and they were sure the. boats 
would be fired upon at the narrow pas- 
sages in the lake, as they were yester-

Maj. P. H. Sutherland, Indian agent 
at White Earth, and Dr. E. 8. Hart, 
the sub-agent at Leech Lake agency, 
were here last night to urge Col. Har- 
bach to send 100 men to the agency at 
once to reinforce Lieut. Humphrey and 
his squad of eh regulars there. Col. 
Harbach replied that he had received 
a letter from Lieut. Humphrey late in 
the afternoon stating that he had no 
apprehension of trouble there, and 
that Flat Mouth, chief of the Chippe- 
was, said he deprecated the fight at 
Bear Island Point, and that his tribe 
would give no trouble. He would, 
therefore, not send any soldiers to the 
agency. Col. Harbach stated to the 
Dispatch correspondent that aside 
from sending detachments with the 
boats to “wing off Gen. Bacon and his 
troops, movement would be made 
by him ~ stil orders were given by 
Gen. Bacopr. 

“Col. Sheehan is going about and at- 
tending to business as deputy marshal 
as unconcerned as if he had not been a 
target for Indian bullets Wednesday. 
He has two slight wounds and a third 
bullet went through his coat. Col. 
Sheehan said today: 

“ “There will be a big conference of 
Indians today. There will be about 
twenty. Bear Islanders at this confer- 
ence, and they will urge the Leech 
Lake Indians to take the opportunity 
to revenge themselves for, the killing 
of members of their tribe day before 
yesterday. There will be twenty-four 
Cass Lake Indians there. They came 
in last night. The Winnebagoshis 
Lake Indians will also be represented. 
About 400 braves will be represented at 
the conference today. The situation 
looks far worse this minute than it 
has at any time before. If the troops 
were to leave here before the trouble 
is fully settled, not a white family 
would remain in this whole country. 
Indians by the dozen and scores are 
gathering about the lake, and they are 
in an angry mood.’ 

“Godfrey Zeigler, one of the wounded 
privates in the hospital, says the fight 
was very hot for thirty minutes. One 
Indian at the right of the line seemed 
to hit a soldier every time he shot, 
and when he fired another Indian at 
the right let out a whoop. Zeigler 
says this red devil had a fine gun. It 
was he who shot Sergt. Butler clear 
through the head, making three holes 
in his hat. The hat is preserved by 
Zeigler, who is wounded in the right 
arm. He enlisted last July from Gay- 
lord, Minn, 

“*You ought to have seen the re- 
porters leg it when the fight began,’ 
he said, ‘but they were mighty kind to 
the wounded afterward.’ 

“He says there were not over fifty 
Indians engaged in the fight, and in 
this he is supported by the estimates 
of several others. Two or three Indians 
seemed to do all the damage.” 


AUTHORITIES CONFIDENT. 


Expected No General Uprising of the 
Pablic Wards. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—When the 
Cabinet comvened today the govern- 
ment had received no further dis- 
patches bearing on the Indian upris- 
ing in .Mimnesota.

She fears serious trou- 
ble within the hext few hours, and says 
that the pretext of the bucks, who are 
constantly arriving at thé agency from 
all directions, is that they have come 
in to sign the rolls. Indian Agent 
Sutherland, before starting, gave it as 
his opinion that the conference would 
not amount to anything, but felt it his 
duty to go, inasmuch as the bucks had 
requested it. 

“A rumor is current here that the 
two troops of cavalry from Fort Yates 
and Fort Keogh, which passed through 
Minneapolis Tuesday might on the way 
to Huntsville, Ala., have been ordered 
to come to Walker as fast as they can 
be got here. The inhabitants here, 
with few exceptions, have no hope that 
the end is near. I¢ is generally held 
that the beginning has not yet been 
made, Sick and wounded men were

THEIR LEGS GOING.

MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 7.~A special 
to the Journal from Deer River, Minn., 
Says that 400 Indians of various Chip- 
pewa bands are camped on Ball Club 
Lake end dancing.

INDIAN CONGRESS, 


Red Men at Omaha Mauch Excited 
Over the Situation. 
[A. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 


OMAHA, Oct. 7.—The 600 redmen of 
the Indian Congress now assembled at 
Omaha are much interested in the re- 
ports of fighting among the Minnesota 
Indians. Some braves at the exposi- 
tion grounds are considerably excited 
over the situation. The manner in 
which the news was circulated among 
the Indians is a mystery, even to Capt. 
Mercer, who has charge of the camp. 
Early in the morning a number of the 
chiefs came to Mercer and asked him 
about the “heap big fight” up north. 
They listened in silence to the state- 
ments of the captain. 

There are fifteen Chippewas in camp. 
They seemed greatly interested, and 
talked among themselves in an ex- 
cited manner. Their chief, Owl Face 
Man, was asked by Capt. Mercer what 
he thought of the fighting. He grunted 
with much energy and said: ‘White 
man much mean, but Injuns mean, too, 
‘cause not treated right. Will be 
heap big fight before war over ’cause 
Injuns have heap good guns.” 

Owl Face Man is not a head chief. 
He @ in charge of his men here, and 
seems intelligent. He said hia men 
first heard of the fighting from a 
half-breed, who read of it in the morn- 
ing papers. Other Indians on the 
grounds, especially the Apaches and 
Sioux from the West, who know some- 


thing of the fighting qualities and 


numbers of the United States troops, 
ridicule the Chippewas for going to 
war. 

Geronimo, the famonus Apache chief, 
who has been a pfisoner since being 
captured by Gen. Crook after his des- 
perate fighting in the South, was an 
interested listener to what Capt. Mer 
cer hen he found the fighting 
waa confined to a small tribe, away 
north of any territory he knew aught 
of, he had nothing more to say. When 
asked by Capt. Mercer if he would 
like to fight, the old warrior’s eyes 
flashed, but. he merely erunted with 
disgust. 

- THEY GOT BOG. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
ST. PAUL (Minn.,) Oct. 7.—A Walker 
special to the Dispatch says: “Gen. 
Bacon thinks one of the Indians 
killed by a sharpshooter was Chief 
Bu-Go-Nay-Ka-Shig. He says they 
are completely whipped Indians. The 
name of this Indian is apparently in- 
tended for Bog-Ah-Me-Ge-Shirk, who 
was the cause of the whole trouble, 
other Indians having taken him by 
fovce from the deputy marshals, who 
were taking him to Duluth as a wit- 
ness in an illegal liquor-selling case.” 
THE CHIPPEWA GLADSTONE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
ST. PAUL (Minn.,) Oct. 7.—A special 
to the Dispatch from White Earth, 
Minn., says: ‘Wah-Paw-Nah-Quod, 
White Cloud;.head chief of the White 
River Reservation, and the Gladstone 
of the Chippewa Indians of Minnesota, 
died this morning, aged 75 years. His 
death is a serious loss to the Chip- 
pewa Indians. Agency flags are fly- 
ing at half-mast. Everything is peace- 

ful here.” 


ORIGINAL SIN. 


Min-Jon-Dah’s Grievance Against 
United States Officials. 
[A. P. BARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Oct. 7. — The Tribune 
says that some facts in connection with 
the present trouble with the Pillager 
Indians at Leech Lake, not generally 
known, are as follows: , 

“f# year ago a white man was ar- 
rested for selling liquor to the In- 
dians. The United States Marshals 
arrested Min-Jon-Dah, a Pillager In- 
dian of Bear Island, who some years 
ago gained considerable notoriety by 
killing Chief Hole-in-the-Day, and is 
reported to a bad and insolent In- 
dian. He has killed seven of his tribe 
in addition to Chief Hole-in-the-Day, 
and is remarkable for his cunning and 
great influence with the balance of his 
tribe. He is a large and powerfully 
built Indian of the dark and greasy 
type. He still wears the old aboriginal 
blanket && his forefathers, and was 
never known to live in any abode but 
a tepee or small tent of birch bark. 
The United States Marshal arrested 
him as a witness against the white 
men for selling whisky to them, and 
took him to Duluth, where the trial 
was held, promising him transporta- 
tion from alker to Duluth and re- 
turn with all expenses. 

“When the trial was over, Min-Jon- 
Dah, it is said, had to walk from Du- 
luth to Walker, a distance of 190 miles, 
without money or food, and arrived 
at Walker nearly starved to death. 
He ewore before his tribe that he 
would never recognize a warrant or 
paper of any kind served by the 
United States marshals. When the 
fall term of court sat at Duluth, Min- 
Jon-Dah and another buck of his 
tribe were wantef at Duluth to give 
testimony im another case similar to 
that of last fall. The marshals came 
and arrested the two Indians and put 
them in jail. During their incarcera- 
tion there’ was intense excitement 
among the Indians, and many threats 
of a rescue were freely indulged in 
by the Indians. . 

“Finally twenty of the bucks, dur- 
ing the night of September 8, made a 
raid on the jail at Walker, Minn., and 
released the two prisoners. The two In- 
dians made their escape to Bear Island 
and have been there ever since agitat- 
ing the Indians to rebellion and re- 
sistance of the government officials, and 
this, coupled with the alleged pine- 
timber injustices, has resulted in the 
present rouble.” 

SCARED OF TROOPS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 7.—I. A. Cum- 


mings wires Gov. Clough ffom Cass 


Lake as follows: “We have provided 
ourselves fairly well with guns and 
have the assurance of men who are 
familiar-with the Cass Lake Indians 
that the Indians aré more scared, for 
fear of troops, than the whites. We 
have sent men out among the Indians 
today, and will wire you if we require 
any more protection.” Another mes- 
sage from three citizens says protec- 
tion is unnecessary. 

SIGNALS FLASHED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 
MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 7.—A Journal 
Walker (Minn.,) special says: ‘““Watch- 
ers around the town last night report 
this morning that signal lights were 
flashing back and forth on the opposite 
shore of the laka last night, and are 
fearful that largé bodies of Irdians 
from other reservations reached the 
Pillager camps during the night. ‘ine 
situation today is one of nervous an- 
ticipation with uncertainty every- 
where. The tug Flora left at 2 o’clock 
this morning to brig out Gen. Bacon 
and his men, and pending their return 
there will probably be nothing done. 
The indications are that both sides 
will rest today with fair prospect of 
resumption of hostilities tomorrow un- 
less the Indians surrender in the mean 
time, or make overtures for peace. 


FIRST DAY’S FIGHT. 

[ASSOCIATED VRESS NIGHT KEPORT.] 

ST. PAUL. Oct. 7.—The story of the 
first day’s fighting has been given by 
K. C. Beaton of the Minneapolis 
Tribune. What followed that night and 
the next day is told in the following 
delayed special from W. Brill, a 
Pioneer Press reporter: 

“The night was @ terrible one, and 
will never be forgotten by the four- 
score of men who tried to sleep in 
the little Indian log cabin that was 
the center of Wednesday's fight. In 
one corner of the room lay the half- 
dozen wounded, whose groans, bravely 
half-smothered, added not a little to 
the horrors of the situation. The force 
of fighting men, divided into two 
squads, spent the night throwing up 


| entrenchments and digging rifle pits. 


All through the night there were oc- 
casional shots from the woods, an- 
swered by the snapping of the Krag- 
Jorgensens from the trenches and pits 
outside of the house. At 3 o’clock all 
the men were ordered to the trenches 
to resist an attack, which it was ex- 
pected savould be made at day break or 
before. 

There was nothing to eat in the camp 
and the men went out into the cold 
without even their morning coffee. But 
contrary to expectations, there was no 
attack. Every few utes a few 
shots from the trenches would call 
Lieut. Ross out of doors, but there was 
little trouble until about 9 o’clock, when 
Private John Schwaletstacker started 
out to the rifle pits. While pushing 
through the potato patch at the side‘of 
the house, a shot from the wood plowed 
up the dirt beside him, He ran ‘back 
to the house, but there was no more 
shooting. He went out again in a few 
minutes, while passing through the po- 
tato patch he paused to gather a few 

toes to gratify his er, 

“Am he 6 ed there was the roar 
of a Springfield rifle from the woods, 
the man gave a cry and fell to the 
ground dead. The bullet had entered 
his back, just above the left hip joint, 
and passed through his body and out 
at the right shoulder. Death wag in- 
stantaneous. Private Hart, standing by 
saw. the smoke from the shot. He took 


a careful aim and fired. The Indian 
threw up both hands and fell dead. 


SETTLERS FEEL UNEASY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 


ST. PAUL, Oct. 7.—Opinions differ as 
to the present status of the troubles 
with the Leech Lake Indians,. but 
even though aoothin more follows, 
enough has happened to cause north- 
westermm settlers feel somewhat un- 
settled in their homes for some time 
to come. There is something of a panic 
im most of the small settlements near 
Walker, it being the center of the 
Leech Lake district, and the men in 
the lumber camps in that vicinity have 
quit work, and are either im or on their 
way to Walker. The teachers in the 
Indian schools and others about the 
agency have also thought it well to 
change their location for the present. 
There have beem some _ sensational 
stories from that region today, but 
they do not seem to be well founded. 
There was certainly no battle today, 
because the troops are all known to be 
in Walker, resting after their hard ex- 
periences. 

Gen. Bacon returned from Bear! Isl- 
and, on the mainland, or near there, 
where Wednesday’s fight occurred, to 
Walker today, bringing with him all 
the first detachment of troops, the 
dead and wounded having been sent in 
first and brought down to Fort Snell- 
ing this evening. There was no diffi- 
culty in embarking the men at Sugar 
Point, and Gen. Bacon reports offi- 
cially that the trouble is about over, 
as he has whipped the Indians badly. 

Gov. Clough will send a battery of 
artillery of the National Guard to Cass 
Lake in the morning, to protect the 
residents of that locality.

STATEMENT OF TERMS 


NOT YET BEEN RAISED BETWEEN 
PEACD COMMISSIONERS. 


Americans Practically Decide That 
the Philippine Debt Should Be 
Guaranteed if We Take Posses- 
sion of the Archipelago—Eager 
Interest of Creditors in Cuba. 


[BY DIRECT WINE TO THE TIMES.} 
NEIW YORK, Oct. 8.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Despite all the sensational ru- 
mors rife at Paris regarding the al- 
leged demand made by the American 
Peace Commissioners as to the ulti- 
matum of the United States upon the 
Philippine question, there is absolute 
and final authority for the statement 
that the statement of the terms of 
peace have not yet been eaised be- 
tween the two commissidns. The one 
really imyportant fact developed is that 
the American commissioners have prac- 
tically decided among themselves that 
the United States should guarantee the 
Philippine debt in taking possession of 
the archipelago. It said that one of 
the propositions which Spain will make 
will be the annexation of Cuba by the 
United States for the protection of 
Spanish commercial interests. 

One of the most eager advocates of 
this idea_is the Marquis de Camilis, 
the largest individual creditor of Spain, 
and the greatest financial man in the 
peninsula. He is in Paris at this mo- 
ment counselling the Spanish commis- 
sioners. Another insistent Spanish ad- 
vocate to American annexation of Cuba, 
is Count de Galarza, a Senator from 
Cuba. who recently presented Spain 
with a check for 10,000,000 pesetas to- 
ward the war fund. The Count is also 
in Paris urging the Spanish commis- 
sioners to insist that the United States 
shall furnish a permanent guarantee 
for efficient protection to the legitimate 
Spvanish interests in Cuba, by annexing 
the island. The Count last night said: 

“All persons who have property in 
Cuba and all intellectual persons wish 
for its annexation to the United States. 
Ail the people of the South American 
republics, that is, all who hawe the in- 
terests of Cuba at heart—prefer annex- 
ation. The negroes are very turbulent 
and attack women, particularly in the 
small towns and villages. He further 
said there was great danger of anarchy 
there as soon as the Spanish troops are 
withdrawn. Annexation is preferable to 
a government formed by the insurgents. 
The latter could not form a government 
as good as even that of Hayti or San 
Domingo. 

GEN. WOOD IN COMMAND. 

Gen. Lawton, at Santiago de Cuba, is 
jovalided home for two months: by or- 
der of the President, and Gen. Wood 
has assumed command of that Cuban 
province. Reports received by Gen. 
Wood from trusted agents are to the 
effect that the condition of the people 
in the interior is pitiable. The Cuban 
and Spanish armies destroyed nearly 
everything during the war, and what 
was left was seized by the marauding 
guerillas. Gen. Wood has made ar- 
rangements to distribute supplies from 
Manzanillo, Guantanamo, Baracca and 
Sagcua de Tamamo to the deserving 
Cubans in the districts about these 
places. The rations will be sent to the 
coast towns, and thence to the in- 
terior by pack trains, which are im the 
course of organization now. These ra- 
tions will be distributed by the Ameri- 
can officers under the guard of Ameri- 
can soldiers. No armed Cubans will 
get anytuing. 

News has just been received from 
Camaguey that that country is in a 
disorderly state. Hundreds of Cuban 
soldiers have left the army under the 
nose of the provisional government, 
and have turned brigands and are rob- 
bing and killing. The Camaguey dis- 
trict is not in the jurisdiction of Gen. 
Wood. 

A secret commissioner the 
Spanish army at Havana arrived in 
New York last night on a peculiar mis- 
sion. He brought dispatches to Sa- 
gasta, the Spanish Premier, which were 
filed here for trasmission to Madrid. 

It was first decided at a meeting the 
officers held at Havana on Friday 
night a week ago, that the messenger 
should go to Key West to file the dis- 


for Key West on Saturday afternoon 
before the dispatch was drafted. Then 
it was agreed to send it by Saratoga, 
going direct to New York. The mes- 
sage is a protest against the order from 
Sagasta, received at Havana by Gen. 
Blanco, to the effect that Spanish troops 
and officers that embark for Spain 
shall g@o without their arms and with- 
out their uniforms. Sagasta wants 
them to land in Spain as civilians, in 
order to prevent public demonstrations 
against them, and also uprisings, and 
pronunciamentes by the soldiers. So 
much has been said about the inten- 
tion of these troops to revolt in Spain 
against the monarchy, that the heads 
of the Spanish army want to deprive 
them of their arms until they have 
been scattered troughout the peninsula 
and mixed up with the loyal troops. 

The officers protest against the or- 
def, which they consider an outrage, 
and say to Sagasta that they do not 
belong to a capitulated army. “When 
the Americans,” they add, “treat us 
with all honors, it is hard to be dig- 
graced by our own government.” 

But the fact is, the situation in Cuba 
is very grave on account of the atti- 
tude of the Spanish army. The irregu- 
lars have already started an era of 
mutinies. They want the eleven months’ 
pay due them. The regulars have hot 
yet revolted, but they are threatening 
to do so. The wealthy classes in Ha- 
Vana are afraid that the property of 
individuals may be taken before Spain 
surrenders her sovereignty in Cuba. 
Blanco has conferred about that with 
wealthy Spaniards, and they are more 
concerned about the matter. Their 
only hope is that the United States 
would not permit any step of the kind. 

Pegceful inhabitants in Havana are 
expecting at any moment an uprising 
of the troops in order to get their 
money. The mutiny at La Cabanas the 
other day, and the weakness of Gen, 
Blanco have encouraged the soldiers,

But on 
Thursday a secret council of state held 
a meeting, its deliberations resulting in 
the notification of the Archbishop of 
Manila that the rebels would hold their 
prisoners. 

It is a well-known fact that any pris- 
oners can be ransomed, and negotia- 
tons are now in progress for the re- 
lease of all captive priests upon the 
payment of $100,000 to the Filipino 
leaders. The Archbishop of Manila yes- 
terday offered the services of the Sig- 
ters of Charity to nurse the Amerit- 
can sick, particularly the men in fhe 
smallpox hospital.

AN UNKNOWN, 


Was a Clairvoyant and Claimed 
to Have a Description of the 
Strangler Who Murdered Three 
Women Four Years Ago.

DENVER (Colo.,) Oct. 7.—Mrs. Julius 
Voght, a clairvoyant and medium, was 
found dead in her apartments on 
Champa street today. She lay on the 
floor. face downward. A twisted towel 
was tied tightly around her neck, and 
there is no doubt that she had been 
strangled to death There is no clew to 
the murderer, but the police believe 
that the deed was committed by the 
same strangler who murdered three 
women on Market street in this city 
in 1894. 

Shortly after those murders, Mrs. 
Voght informed the police officials that 
spirits had given her, while she was 
in a trance, a description of the stran- 
gzler, but he has never been discovered. 
It is thought that thé murderer of Mra 
Voght either believed that she did know 
something, or he was also a believer in 
“spicits,” and decided to put her out 
of the way and possibly save himself 


exposure. 

Mrs. Voght had a brother and a sais- 
ter, Andrew and Amanda J. Wright, 
living in St. Louis. Her husband ig 
serving @ term in the penitentiary for 
stealing bicycles.

Twenty-nine Volunteer Generals

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—Three wit- 
nesses were before the War Investigat- 
ing Commission today: Gen. Greene, 
who participated in the battle of Ma- 
nila; Col. Lee, chief quartermaster at 
Camp Thomas, and Maj. Hersey, who 
was for a time in command of the 
Roosevelt Rough Riders, Each admitted 
the possibility of individual cases of 
suffering and discomfort, but all said 
that the vast majority of complaints 
were exaggerated, if not without foun- 
dation. They agreed in saying that no 
army was ever so abundantly and 
luxuriously supplied as was the Amer- 
ican army in the Spanish war. 
GEN, GREENE’S TESTIMONY. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—Gen. F. V. 
Greene, who was in charge of one of 
the divisions of the United States 
troops at the battle of Manila, was be- 
fore the War Investigating Commis- 
sion at its forenoon session today. He 
sailed from Sian Francisco to Manila on 
the steamer China, an excellent vessel, 
he said, which was inspected by a board 
of officers before it was chartered. He 
found the ship in good condition, but 
the men necessarily were crowded. Four 
months’ provisions and a large quan- 
tity of quartermaster’s and medical 
supplies were carried. With a few ex- 
ceptions the loading was carefully 
done, though there was some misplace- 
ment owing to haste. 

Gen. Green said that there was no 
complaint during the voyage of scarcity 
of supplies, but during the first two 
days out there was some dissatisfac- 
tion with the cooking. This was soon 
improved, and no criticism was heard 
afterward. The details of the ocean trip 
and of the battle of Malate were related 
in a manner calling for the closest at- 
tention from the commissioners, but 
covering the same ground as his report 
to the War Department recently made 
public. 

He spoke of the insurgents which lay 
between his forces and the Spanish 
line. It was, the witness said, impos- 
sible to give an estimate of their num- 
ber, but he thought it was about ten 
thousand. They were well supplied 
with Mauser and Remington rifles,

UNSUITABLE CAMPS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—Gen. Greene 
thought the army regulations should 
be adapted more to campaign exi-

The site of Camp Merritt, San Fran- 
Oo, Was very poor. The location 
was made by Maj.-Gen. Otis, and Gen. 
Greene felt safe in denying the report 
that there had been collusion with the 
reilrosid authorities in choosing the 
site. The most flagrant evidence of 
neglect that he had seen during the 
war was the case of transports at New 
York. Their condition was of a char- 
acter that should be remedied. He 
had also seen green coffee used, both 
in Florida and at Manila. 

Maj. Henry B. Hersey of Santa Fé, 
N. M., of the Roosevelt Rough Riders, 
said the camp at Tampa, Fla., was low 
and flat, and toward the close of his 
stay there in July there was an in- 
crease of fever and kindred diseases. 
The troops were, he said, well supplied 
from the commissary and other de- 
partments, but there were some com- 
plaints of the bearing of the physicians 
who were left with the squadron at 
this point. He ascribed the sickness 
of the men in Cuba to the climate and 
the hardships of the campaign. He 
had come North to Wikoff on the Mi- 
ami, which was considered one of the 
worst of the transports, but the voy- 
age Was not characterized by any spe- 
cial discomforts. Camp Wikoff was 
the most perfect camp he had ever 
f£een. 

Col. James G. Lee, chief quarter- 
master at Camp Thomas, said that his 
estimates for supplies all had been met 
with a remarkable. degree of prompti- 
tude. Col. Lee dwelt upon the natural 
difficulties of supplying an army cf 
56,0000 men, who seemed to expect to 
be able’ to turn a faucet and get every- 
thing they wanted an the “spur of the 
moment.” 

NEW ARMY CORPS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—A general 
order was issued today organizing the 
new army corps and designating the 
various points where the troops shall 
be stationed. 

The Third, Fifth and Sixth Corps are 
discontinued, the First, Second an? 
Fourth Corps reorganized. They are 
to be commanded respectively by Maj.- 
Gens. Breckinridge, Graham and 
Wheeler. The headquarters of each 
corps will be, First Corps, Macon, Ga.; 
Second Corps, Augusta, G.; Fourth 
Corps, Huntsville, Ala. 


MEDICAL SHORTAGE. 


More Doctors and Surgeons 


are Necessary. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.-Surgeon- 
General Sternberg has sent to the com- 
mission investigating the conduct of the 
war. the following memorandum relat- 
ing to the medical department of the 
army: 

‘The number of medical officers al- 
lawed by law is inadequate in times 
cf peace. The total number allowed is 
192. There are at present thirteen va- 
ceneles. he administration of the sur- 
reon.-general’s office,and the army med- 
ical mvseum cequires six. Eleven are 
on duty et medical supply depots and 
ao oble* surzecnt of military depart- 
rents. Cre is at the Soldiers’ Nome, 
fifty-e'x are at seneral hospitals, on 
bogpitel s'.tpe and at garrisoned ports. 
tore t.ave Lem disabled since the com- 
rencament of.the war ry sickness. 
Five are on @uty eas chief surgeons of 
iviny ecasps, This leaves ninety-seven 
inedical officers available for duty with 
'reops in the fleld. Of these, thirty- 
"ve have been appointed brigade sur- 
ceons of volunteers and are distributed 
among the various army corps. Since 
the declaration of war the losses by 
death have been two, and twenty-three 
are now absent from duty on eick 
leave, 

“This deficiennv in recular medical 


officers has made it necessary to em- 
ploy more than six hundred and fifty 
contract surgeons. Most of these doc- 
tors from civil life are doing good ser- 
vice, and many of them are thoroughly 
well-equipped physicians and surgeons 
with ample hospital experience, but it 
has been impossible to make a careful 
selection, owing to the great pressure 
of business in the surgeon-general’s of. 
fice. and the urgency has been so great 
that it has not been practicable to have 
examining boards to pass upon their 
qualifications. I have endeavored, so 
far as possible, to order satisfactory 
vrofessioual endorsement before Making 
a contvact with an applicant. The num- 
ber of applications has been so great 
and the personal visits of applicants 
and their friends so numerous, as to 
constitute a serious embarrassment in 
conducting the business of any office. 

“In addition to this, there have been 
apvointed by the President eight corps 
Surgeons with the rank of lieutenant- 
colonel, twenty-four division surgeons, 
with the rank of major, and eighty-six 
brigade surgeons, also three medical 
officers for each of the regiments of 
United States infantry, cavalry and en- 
xineers. All volunteer regiments have 
three medical officers appointed by 
Governors of States. 

“The very small proportion of ex- 
perienced medical officers has seriously 
embarrassed the efficiency of the medi- 
cal department, but many of the divis- 
ion and brigade surgeons from civil 
life have shown great aptitude for the 
service and have already become val- 
uable medical officers. The same is 
true of many doctors employed under 
contract. 

“Referring to the alleged deficiency 
of medical officers with the Fifth 
Army Corps and Santiago, I would say 
that this corps upon leaving Tampa 
had with it thirty-six regular medical 
officers, fifteen commissioned volun- 
teer medical officers and twenty con- 
tract doctors, a total of seventy-one,' 
or over four per thousand of the 
strength of the command, which I was 
informed was about sixteen thousand. 
Additional medical assistance was sent 
by the hospital ship Relief, which ar- 
rived at Siboney, July 7, with twenty 
doctors on board. There was also some 
volunteer assistance by Dr. Lesser 
of the Red Cross Society, Dr. Rudberg 
of the Swedish navy and several sur- 
@eons of the navy from ships in the 
vicinity.. 

‘It has not been the expectation of 
the medical department that every 
wounded man would immediately re- 
ceive the attention of a surgeon. No 
modern army makes provision for 
such a large number of medical of- 
ficers as this would require. But at- 
tached to our army there is a corps of 
non-combatants known as the hospital 
corps, which is the organized and au- 
thorized Red Cross of the army. At 
the outbreak of the war we had 800 
hospital corps men in the service. At 
present there are more than six thou- 
sahd. These men wear a brazard 
upon the left arm, bearing the Red 
Cross of the Geneva convention. We 
have done our best to instruct them 
in giving first aid to the wounded, 
and in majority of cases a first-aid 
dressing, properly applied by one of 
these men, is all that is required. 

“All the surgeons who have come 
from the front have testified to tne 
remarkable results attained from the 
prompt application of dressings by our 
hospital corps men and by the sol- 
diers themselves or their comrades. 
The proper application of the dressings 
contained in the first-aid packet, which 
is carried by every soldier, is, under 
existing regulations, a matter in which 
every enlisted man has special _in- 
struction. For some time past this 
instruction has been given first ‘by 
our medical officers to the company of- 


ficers and by them to the enlisted.

BACK FROM MANILA. 
{ASSOCIATED rRESS NIGHT REVORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 7.—The 
transport steamer Valencia arrived 
late this afternoon from Manila and 
Honolulu, and the transport Ohio was. 
sighted off the coast, and will prob- 
ably get in tonight. Both vessels left 
Manila eer days ago and 
stopped at Honolulu. 

The transport Valencia left Manila 
a few days after the departure of the 
China. She reports that nothing of 
importance had happened in the Philip- 
pines up to the time of her sailing. 
The hot and dry weather was coming 
cn, and some of the army doctors were 
apprehensive lest the health of the 
troops in Manila may not be so good 
as during the previous rainy months. 
Several cases of malarial and typhoid 
fever had developed, and the sickness 
was attributed to the bad water sup- 
ply. The volunteer troops stationed in 
the Philippines are anxious to return 
home, now that the war is over. 

The Ohio, which left Manila the same 
day as the Valemcia, arrived tonight, 
but owing to the .quarantine regula- 
tions, no mail will be landed until 
morning. 

LAFFERTY’S DBATH.- 
[ASSUCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—Dr-. William 
W. Walker, the physician who attended 
Lieut. Lafferty in his last illness at 
Camp Wikoff, has sent an explanation 
of his connection with the case to the 
War Investigation Committee. The let- 
ter is dated October 2, and was writ- 
ten from Fort Sam Houston, Tex. He 
says the lieutenant had been wounded 


in Cuba; and afterward*had_ typhoid 


fever. He got better, but afterward 
developed pneumonia. The letter con- 
tinues as follows: 

“Dr. Dellafield, a very prominent 
New York physician; Col. . Senn, 
Maj. Thompson, Col. Greenleaf, Capt. 
Jackson and some other prorninent 
physicians, were called in consultation 
in Lieut. Lafferty’s case, and a spe- 
cial nurse was detailed night and day 
to attend Lieut. Lafferty; also an or- 
derly. whose duty it was to devote 
their whole time to Lieut. Lafferty. I 
saw him every hour during the day. I 
made my visit to the ward at 9 p.m., 
and again from 12 to 1 a.m., and again 
at 5:30 a.m. If anything occurred in 
the ward I was ealled, and answered 
cheerfully at any hour. After Miss 
Annie Wheeler left us as chief nurse, 
Miss. Murray, assistant nurse, was 
made chief. She is a noble, fine, hard- 
working, painstaking woman, who took 
especial pains to see Lieut. Lafferty 
needed nothing we could give him, 

“Lieut. Lafferty was the only death 
in the officers’ ward in three weeks. I 
had charge, and no one regretted it 
more than your humble servant. Lieut, 
Lafferty. if at home and alle to com- 
mand a million dollars, could not have 
secured higher medical talent, or bet- 
ter nursing than he received in the 
officers’ ward in Camp Wikoff, with 
everything in the world to prove con- 
trary. 

‘“Mrs. Lafferty, Lieut. Lafferty’s 
mother, arrived at Camp Wikoff ten 
days before his death, and thereafter 


Capt. Jackson or Col. Greenleaf or 
myself could do pleased her, the same 
with the lady nurses, and when Lieut. 
Lafferty died, about10 a.m., Monday, 
September 19, she said they had kille3 
her son, and asked me to kill her. I 
did my duty, as can be proved by every 
officer in the ward and medical man 
in the army.” 


GENERALS RELEASED. 


Volunteer Officers Who Have 


Served the Nation. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.1 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—The War 
Department today issued the long-ex- 
pected order for the honorable  dis- 
charge from the volunteer service of 
the United States, of three major-gen- 
erals and twenty-six brigadier-generals 
of volunteers. This heavy reduction 
was made necessary by the fact that 
the volunteer army itself has already 
been reduced fully 60 per cent., and 
there is consequently no duty remain- 
aan for these officers to discharge. The 
officers who were promoted from the 
regular army will return to their for-

QUESTION RAISED. 


Right of Spain to Reinforce Her 


Troops. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.]} 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—Admiral 
Dewey has cabled the Navy Depart- 
ment that he has been advised that a 
number of Spanish troops have ar- 
rived at Singapore bound for the 
Philippines to Yeinforce the Spanish 
garrison at Iloilo, on the Island of 
Panay. At this place is concentrated 
about all that remains of the Spanish 
army of occupation of the Philippines, 
outside of the few troops on the Isl- 
and of Luzon. In despatching ithe 
troops from Spain to the islands, the 
Spanish government has raised the di- 
rect question as to the right to rein- 
force troops now engaged in active hos- 
tilities with the insurgent forces. 

The weight of opinion here is that 
the action is permissible and does not 
constitute a breach of the terms of the 
protocol suspending hostilities. A 
good deal, however, may depend on 
whether the Spaniards confine them- 
selves to a defensive position or un- 
dertake to carry on an offensive war- 
fare against the insurgents. The Cab- 
inet today gave some consideration to 
this subject, which in the end is likely 
to be left to the disposition of the 
Peace Commission.

The 
steamship company is tired of feed- 
ing them, and the stories they all tell 
about being native-born are so vague 
that it takes an hour or two to ques- 
tion each Celestial.

One of the arguments advanced in 
favor of Frank J. Thomas's candidacy 
for the City Attorneyship is, that he 
has been a deputy City Attorney for 
two terms and is thoroughly familiar 
with the business of the office. His ex- 
perience, it is argued, would be espe- 
cially valuable in view of the large 
amount of unfinished legal business in 
which the city is interested, and which 
must be carried over into the next ad- 
ministration. 

There are now pending in the £u- 
perior Court, at issue and ready for 
trial, twenty-one cases against the city, 
two of which involve questions of dam- 
ages amounting to $16,000. 

During the period in which Mr. 
Thomas has been connected with the 
city’s. law department it has _ tried 
elizhty-six civil cases, in seventy-one 
of which iudgment was entered in favor 
of the city, and only thirteen against. 

During the same period twenty-one 
cases have been taken to the Supreme 
Court of this State, of which eight are 
ready for final argument; two are sub- 
mitted and not yet decided; five are not 
vet complete; five have been decided in 
favor of the city, and one against it. 
Besides there have been several original 
wroceedings in the Supreme Court, one 
of them involving the validity of the 
volice courts, which have been suc- 
cessfully conducted by the department. 

In the Circuit Codrt nine cases have 
been brought; five are pending; four 
tried and disposed of; three in favor of 
the city, and one against. 


Maj. George M. Holton, at present 
Deputy District Attorney, has come 
into the fight for the City Attorney- 
ship as a dark horse. He is confident 
of the support of the Third Ward, in 
which he resides, and may prove a 
factor in the fight if the contest 
proves to be close.

Where Kipling’s Name Came From. 


{Kansas City Star:] Into noisy, 
drunken, soldierful Chattanooga there 
came cme day a rosy, tweed-clothed 
Englishman with a rich and marvel- 
lous accent. His name was J. Bourne 
Pinder, and he was a salesman.for the 
wares of the Doulton pottery, Stafford- 
shire, Eng. He was a breezy sort of 
chap, lacking the reserve attributed to 
all traveling Englishmen, but the fact 
that he was a “bagman” had, perhaps, 
something to do with it. At all events 
he was soon om.speaking terms with 
the little group of newspaper men in 
the hotel and told some very amusing 
and instructive tales about England 
and other places to which he had 
journeyed. 

One evening I sat chatting with him 
about umimportant things when he di- 
vulged this interesting fact: 

“Do you know where Kipling got his 
first name? Most people do not. I 
have never seen ‘the story of it in primt. 
To begin at the beginning, my father 
was Thomas Pinder of the Pottery firm 
of Pinder, Bourne & Co., now Doul- 
ton’s, in Burslem, Staffordshire. In 
the pottery was a young man named 
John Kipling, a desigmer of decora- 
tions. He was a very clever young 
man, although somewhat eccentric. He 
used, I remember a8 a boy, to carry 
pet mice attached to him by fine 
cheins. He was a very vigorous man 
amd full of amusing stories and could 
do innumerable clever tricks. When 
I was a boy he made casts of my face. 
He made paper ‘quills and put them 
in my nostrils, greased my face and 
then covered it with wet plaster. ~ It 
was no fun, I can tell you, but he was 
@ good sort of a chap and used to tell 
me stories and sing songs and make 
things with a jack-knife for me, so I 
let him do it. He was a constant 
visitor at our house and both my 
mother and father were fond of him. 

“One day my mother gave a picnic 
to the young people of the neighbor- 
hood at a pretty English lake between 
the villages of Rudyard and Rushton, 
not far from Burslem. John Kipling 
went, of course, and there the met a 
pretty English girl, Mary McDomald, 
the daughter of a Methodist minister 
at Endon. Kipling fell in love with her 
at once. They met very often at my 
mother’s house, and it grew imto a love 
affair on both sides. Then John Kip- 
ling went to the art schools in Kensing- 
ton and was afterward sent out to di- 
rect the art schools of the Madras 
presidency in India. When he went 
to India he took pretty Mary McDon- 
ald along as his wife. 

“In the fullness of time a son was 
born to the Kiplings in Bombay. Their 
first meeting at Rudyard Lake must 
have beem the pretty bit of sentiment 
of their lives, for when they named the 
son they took for him that of the little 
lake on the banks of which they first 
saw each other. 

“John Kipling came back afterward 
to the old potting country, and when 
they built an institute for the people 
where Wedgwood firs: started potting, 
Kipling modeled the frieze for the 
building. The frieze describes the pot- 
ter’s art with figures of the thrower, 
the plate maker, the cup maker :and 
all the others. It was a work of love. 
Rudyard Kipling is himself very fond 
of the Staffordshire countryside and 
has written the dialect, which he 
knows well, of his mother’s people.” 

This is the storv of the origin of 
Rudyard Kipling’s Christian name, 
told by the som of the man under whom 
Kipling’s father started on his ar‘ 
career.

SUGAR STOCKS BOOMING. | 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

HONOLULU, Sept. 28.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch. Wired from San Francisco, 
Oct. 7.] The most remarkable result 
of annexation is the enormous boom 
given to the sugar industry on all the 
islands. New plantations are being 
laid out, and old ones increased in 
acreage. On the local stock exchange, 
recently established, not a single plan- 
tation company’s stock is quoted below 
par. and several are as high as $400 a 
share. The assurance of stable govern- 
ment has given every one confidence to 
invest money, and large sums have re- 
cently gone into pumping plants, or 
other. devices for utilizing the artesian 
water supply, which experiment has 
shown exists on the leeward side of all 
the islands. Chemical analysis also 
has shown just what the various soils 
lack to produce cane, and the result is 
that in laying out a plantation proper 
fertilizers are selected ‘by the chemist, 
and the result, with plenty of water, is 
assured. 

It is no wonder that everybody in 
Hawaii who can scrape money to- 
gether buys sugar stock. Almost with- 
out exception the plantationg pay big 
dividends—some of them phenomenal 
ones. Modern methods of finance have 
never had much encouragement in 
corporations organized in Hawali, and 
sugar plantation capitalization almost 
always represents property far in ex- 
cess of the par value of the getock. 
Some of the dividends paid are enor- 
mous. Ewa, for instance, on a capi- 
talization of $1,000,000, this year made 
net profits of between $700,000 and $800, - 
000. The capital stock was increased, 
a few weeks ago, to $2,000,000, and the 
stock sold on exchange this week for 
$235 a share. A stockholders’ meeting 
has been called to consider the pro- 
posed increase to $3,000,000. 

The experience gained on Ewa in the 
cost, engineering features and con- 
struction of a gigantic pumping and 
piping system has made the Oahu 
plantation a certain, money-maker, for 
it is now known exactly what can be 
dome. Oahu is capitalized at $1,800,000. 
'Of this an issue of 4000 shares has 
been paid up and is selling on the 
market at $150 a share, though, there 
has not yet been a crop taken off of it. 
On the rest of the stock 85 per cent. 
has been paid in, and it is selling at 
$137.50 a share. 

Waialua, a new plantation on Ha- 
wali, is capitalized at $3,000,000. The 
Pioneer Mill Company, which owns 
Lahaina plantation on Maui, is now 
capitalized at $1,350,000. The original 


stock, representing $750,000 capital, is 
Selling at $400 per share. It is esti- 
mated the dividends next year will be. 
40 per cent.

Henrotin, who is Consul-Genera)l for 
Turkey in Chicago, says nothing can 
be done for the Californians.

“The directors of the banquet have 
chosen the wines they thotrght best 
suited for the occasion. In this they 
have not. considered where the wine 
came from, but what it is. I am an ar- 
dent believer in American products, but 
in this instance I cannot see my way 
clear to use California wines.” 

Henrotin issued his menu card today. 
It is in fearful and wonderful French, 
and names eight kinds of ancient and 
expensive foreign wines. 


DROWNED LIKE RATS. 


Two Hundred and Fifty Chinese 
Pilgrims in East River. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Oct. 7.—The 
Nippon Yusen Kaisha steamer Yama- 
guchi Maru arrived today with the 
largest cargo of oriental goods ever 
brought to this port. She left Yoko- 
hamag September 21, and brings impor- 
tant oriental news up to that date. 

Nearly 250 Chinese were drowned like 
rats in a trap, September 1, by the 
overturning of a crowded Canton pas- 
senger boat in East River. The Chi- 
nése were pilgrims returning from the 
shrine of Hong Kung Chue Shui, and 
had been frightened away by a small 
fire, which they considered a bad omen. 
Nearly all were crowded in the hold of 
/ the vessel, which was blown over by a 
squall, without warning. The Canton 
Benevolent Society gent a boat to the 
scene of the disaster and cut open the 
hold, out of which the bodies were 
taken. 
‘ The American bark Comet was to- 
tally wrecked on Pak Sa Point, and 
four of her Chinese crew was drowned. 
It was first believed Capt. and Mrs. 
Broadhurst had perished with them, 
but news reached Yokohama shortly 
before the Yamaguchi.sailed that they 
were alive. The steamer Hailong 
saved fourteen of the crew. 

The North China Daily News asks 
Great Britain to call a conference of 
the powers to persuade them to leave 
China alone for the next ten years, 
jointly giving such assistance as. is 
needed to ‘preserve internal orderd. It 
proposes that China select foreigners 
to reorganize her army and navy, 
finances and public works. Nearly 
sixty Japanese insurance companies 
are expected to fail at any time on 
account of the close money market.

SNYDER'S SNIDE ACT. 


THE MAYOR REFUSES TO MAKE 
WAR ON GAMBLERS. 


Board of Public Works Grants a 
Final Hearing on O11 and 
Soap Questions. 


CONVICTED IN FIVE MINUTES. 


CURIOUS CASE OF CRIMINAL PROS- 
ECUTION AT COMPTON, 


The Slcop Esterel Stolen at Santa 
Monica—Suit Over the $17,000,- 
000 Group of Mines Knocked 
Out—Resolutions. 


The anti-gambling ordinance became 
a law yesterday without the Mayor's 
signature. 

The Board of Public Works heard the 
oil men’s final arguments in favor of 
permitting oll development inside the 
1600-foot limit from Westlake Park, and 
took the matter under advisement. 

The Los Angeles Soap Company's 
pians for rebuilding were approved by 
the Board of Public Works, the City 
Health Officer and the Superintendent 
of Buildings, despite the protests of 
Mrs. McMahon and others. 

The trial of A. B. Campbell for ob- 
taining $500 from a young fellow by a 
very clever trick, ended curiously yes- 
terday in Department One. When the 
prosecution closed, the defense argued 
earnestiv for an acquittal on the ground 
that the defendant had been wrongly 
charged, but when their motion was 
denied, they had exhausted their ef- 
forts in defense and the case went to 
the jury. There was absolutely no de- 
fensé made as regards the facts, and it 
took the jury just five minutes to re- 
turn a verdict of guilty. 

Members of the Los Angeles bar 
gathered yesterday, Judge Van. Dyke 
presiding, and paid tribute to the meme 
orv of the late William A. Ryan, who 
as a brother practitioner, had for many 
vears ap in all of the courts of 
this State. A committee was appointed 
to draft resolutions which syill be 
adopted at.a meeting to be held on 
Monday morning next. 

Certain peculiarities of the election 
law are attracting attention just now, 
more particularly in regard to the time 
when the office for registering transfers 
will be closed. It has been determined 
to close in this county on the 12th inst., 
but this date may be extended if a case 
now in the Supreme Court on appeal 
from San Francisco, should be decided 
today or tomorrow.

SHIFTY MAYOR SNYDER. 


HE FAILS TO SIGN THE ANTI- 
POKER ORDINANCE. 


Not Daring to Veto the Measure He 
Allows it to Become a Law With. 


out His Signature—A Clear Case 
of Straddling. 


Mayor Snyder has again shown his 
propensity for carrying water on. both 
shoulders when a political campaign in 
which he is vitally interested is on, by 
allowing the anti-gambling ordinance 
which was passed by the City Council 
a few weeks ago, to become & law with- 
out his signature. 

The Mayor has given no reason for 
his refusal to sign the ordinance, and so 
far as any public utterance of his would 
indicate, the: people are left to guess 
whether he is for or against this meas. 
ure which is designed to stamp out the 
poker rooms that have been infesting 
the city like a pestilential core. 

If in favor of placing these gambling 
dens under police restriction, the Mayor 
has been too timorous to affix his ap- 
proval to the ordinance, which passed 
the Council] unanimously, for fear of 
offending the sporting element, whose 
votes the Mayor is now so confidently 
counting upon to aid in effecting his re- 
election. If opposed to the ordinance, 
he has shown ual cowardice in re- 
fraining from writing a veto message, 
for by so doing he would have arrayed 
the votes of the moral elements of the 
community against him. 

With such a dilemma confronting 
him. the weak and shifty Mayor re- 
fused to seize either horn, but with the 
cunning of the ae politician that he 
has proved himself to be, he sought to 
straddle the issue by quietly letting the 
ordinance lie upon his table until it be- 
came a law without his signature. 

The ordinance in question is the one 


that was presented by Job Harriman, 
Socialist-Labor candidate for Governor. 
The police have long asserted their in- 
ability ta cope with the poker evil 
under the State law, and city ordi- 
nances heretofore passed, because the 
State law recognizes poker as a game 
of science and not of chance, and says 
it is not unlawful, except when played 
on the percentage plan, or with a 
“kitty” attached. The gamblers got 
around the “kitty” clause, by various 
devices, such as renting chairs to the 
players, selling decks of cards, etc. The 
Harriman ordinance is framed so that 
these various devices will no longer 
6erve as loopholes through which the 
culprits may escape whenever sur- 
rounded by the meshes of the law. The 
Council, after having the ordinance 
favorably reported by a special com- 
mittee charged with inquiring into its 
effectiveness and validity, passed it 
unanimously. 

The ten days allotted the Mayor to 
approve the measure or return it to the 
Council with his disapprobation, ex- 
pired last Saturday, but still the ordi- 
nance slumbered on, until it was dug up 
yesterday by the City Clerk, wip af- 
fixed his seal to it and sent it to the 
vrinter with notice to publish as being 
. law of the city in full force and ef- 


ect. 

If the police now do their duty the 
poker evil in this city will be prac- 
tically broken up, and the community 
will be so much the better off, but 
Mayor Snyder will not share in the 
oe if this beneficent result is at- 

ned. 


SOAP FACTORY PLANS. 
Approved by Board of Public Works 
and Others. 

The Los Angeles Soap Company may 
now proceed to erect its new factory on 
the site of the old one destroyed by fire 
some weeks ago, so far as the Board of 
Public Works, the City Health Officer 
and the Superintendent of Buildings are 
concerned. 

The Board of Public Works, to whom | 
the question had been referred by the 
Council, gave a special hearing to the 
marties interested yesterday afternoon. 
Attorney Il. B. Dockweiler was present 
to handle the case for the soap com- 
pany, and Attorney Alva Udell repre- 
sented the protestants. Architect Walls 
exhibited the plans of the proposed 
building and explained the apparatus 
for deodorizing the gases resulting from 
the melted tallow used in soap making, 
which appear to be the principle ob- 
jections to the location of a soap fac- 
tory in a residence district. 

According to the plans proposed, the 
barrels of tallow will be opened and 
steamed out in a tight room at one 
corner of the building. The fumes are 
to be carried off through a flue 12x16 
inches, running to the top of the bulld- 
ing. In thie flue will be several power- 
ful gas burners, capable of producing 
sufficient flame and heat, it is claimed, 
to consume all the fumes that may go 
up the flue. This means of ventilation, 
it is contended, will be sufficient to 
carry off and destroy all the ill smells 
caused by the melting tallow. 

Mr. Merrill, the chemical engineer of 
the soap company, was examined at 
length as an expert on the question of 
soap factory smells, and how to prevent 
them. He considered the ap \iratus de- 
siened sufficient to destroy tis: noisome 
odors. 

After a good deal of talk, pro and 
con, and suggestions by members of 
the board, Health Officer Powers and 
others, the board approved the plans as 
did also the Health Officer and Super- 
intendent of Buildings Stratton. 


¢ OILY TALK. 
Roard of Public Works Grants a 
Last Henxring. 

The Board of Public Works yester- 
day granted a final hearing to persons 
interested in the proposed change in 
the ordinance restricting oil development 
to territory more than 1600 feet distant 
from Westlake Park. After hearing 
much ta!k for and against changing 
‘he line limiting the boring district, the 
question was taken under advisement, 
with the almost certain foregome con- 
elusion that: the ordinance will not be 
changed. 

The committee-room was crowded 
with interested parties when the board: 
got down to business at 10 o’clock. S. 
C. Hubbell set the ball rolling with an 
‘arraignment of those who were pro- 
testing against the boring of oil wells 
on the ridges that do not drain 


-toward the park. He spoke not as one 


interested in oil wells, but os a prop- 
erty-owner in the oil district. He 
thought no one could object to ofl -vells 
except one whose aesthetic tastes were 
abnormally developed. Mr. Hubbell 
admitted ¢hat his own residence was 
far removed from the oil fleld, but he 
did not believe in crippling an industry 
that had produced $2,500,000 worth of 
cheap fuel for the benefit of the city. 

George W. Burion favored a change 
in the limits so as to allow operations 
inside of the 1600-foot limit where the 
configuration of the ground was such 
as not to permit oll or waste to drain 
toward the park. Mr. Burton in- 
etanced vhe fact that he and his own 
family had eaten and slept within a 
short distance of the oil field for years 
without any special annoyance from 
unpleasent odors. 

“You must feed your family on asa- 
foedita,”’ declared Judge Miller. This 
remark aroused Mr. Burton’s wrath, 
and he retorted ¢hat there was no asa- 
foetida in his food mor in his speech. 
His family was quite as well fed, per- 
haps, as the person who made such an 
insulting remark. “I do not consider 
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that remark insulting,’’ remomstrated 
Judge Miller when Mr. Burton had fin- 
ished. “I repeat, sir, your remark was 
an insult to me, but it is possible you 
are a person who does not know what 
an ingult is,’’ replied the irate oil-bor- 
ing advocate as a parting shot. 

After this little incident, Attorney 
Horton advanced the arguments of 
the protestants, contending for a_ re- 
striction of the oil industry to its pres- 
ent confines in the western part of 
the city. He objected strenuously to 
the idea of allowing the oil men to ruin 
property of far greater value, he as- 
serted,. than the output of the wells 
would be. 

Mr. Lamb, an interested property- 
owner, wanted to have the limits ex- 
tended, and contended that nature had 
placed a boundary about Westlake Park 
quite sufficient to protect it from foul- 


oil. 

hen W. E. de Groot took a hand 
in the debate, it became acrirf#)nious. 
De Groot posed as a great protedetor of 
the parks, but charged that the 1600- 
foot limit was fixed by arbitrary pro- 
ceedings, and for the benefit of a few 
favored property-owners only. He 
made various offers of donating large 
sums to the Newsboys’ Home if it 
were proven that his contentions were 
not true. But, of course, there were 
strings to these philanthropic offérs, 
and no one tried to take them up. After 
good deal of blustering and  pbully- 
ragging by De Groot, including threats 
to erect more derricks on forbidden 
ground, and to carry the question to 
the courts, the board adjourned till 2 
o'clock. 

During the recess De Groot got the 
ear of Councilman Toll, and tried to 
swerve him from the path of his duty 
as he saw it, but the Councilman from 
the Fifth declared his firm intention of 
Standing by the ordinance, as now in 
force. 

When the board reassembled, Chair- 
man Blanchard ventured the remark 
that further arguments were useless, 
and that the board understood the sit- 
uation fully, and was not in need of 
further information. There being no 
objection, the matter was taken under 
advisement. 


HELP WANTED. 


Stimson-Lafayette School Asks the 

Council for Aid. 

Mrs. Mary DB. Threlkeld, chairman of 
the Admission Committee of the Stim- 
son-Lafayette Industrial School, has 
filed a petition with the City Council 
for a monthly appropriation of $40, or 
deemed 
proper, to assist in caring for the chil- 
dren in the institution. The petition 
recites: 

“We have now sixteen girls and a 
large proportion of them are dependent 
upon the school for board and cloth- 
ing, as well as tuition—there being 
only five of the number that pay any- 
thing at all; four of them pay $8 per 
month each, one paying only $4. These 
girls are taught cooking, housekeeping 
and sewing. While the girls are poor 
they are moral, and anxious to prepare 
themselves for lives of usefulness. 

“We have in connection with the 
school a kindergarten class, with an av- 
erage attendance of forty pupils. The 
expenses of the school have heretofore 
been met by the benevolent people of 
th city, but we find these donations 
are not sufficient to meet the require- 
ments of the day, and to that end 
would earnestly ask you to come to 
our assistance.”’

THE ELECTION LAW. 


SOME INCONGRUITIES REGARDING 
PRECINCT TRANSFERS. 


The Time for Closing Transfers De- 
fined Differently Under the New 
and the Old Law—The Point Now 
in the Supreme Court. 


Some differences of opinion exist re- 
garding the law bcaring upon the time 
when precinct transfers of registra- 
tion must clese. It is understood that 
this very point is involved in an ap- 
peal now before the Supreme Court 
from San Francisco, and any day a 
cecision may be handed down. 

The election law of the State pre- 
scribes that the office for registration 
shall be opened 160 days. before the 
date of the general election and con- 
tinue open for seventy-five days for 
registration, thus leaving eighty-five 
days clear before the election. The 
law is specific that an elector must 
live ninety days in the county before 
an election in order to vote, so by 
this provision he has five days grace 
allowed him if he should happen to 
be a new-comer. 

After prescribing the number of days 
that the office shall be kept open for 
registration, the election law reads: 
“No transfer from one precinct to an- 
other shall be made between a general 
election and a date twenty-seven days 
before such election.” It beirg a 
requisite that an elector must reside 
in the precinct for thirty days previous 
to an election, three days’ grace are 
here given to a new-comer to trans- 
fer. But right here appears what at 
first glance is a contradiction, for sec- 
tion 1083 of the election law reads as 
follows: 

“Every male citizen of the United 
States, every male person who shall 
have acquired the right of citizenship 
under or by virtue of the treaty of 
Queretaro, and every male naturalized 
citizen thereof, who shall have become 
such ninety days prior to any election 
of the age of 21 years, who shall have 
been a resident of the State one year 
next preceding the election, and of 
the county in which he claims his 
vote ninety days, and in the election 
precinct thirty days, and whose name 
shall be enrolled on the Great Regis- 
ter of such county fifteen days prior 
to an election, shall be a qualified 
elector at any and all elections held 
within the county, city, town or dis- 
trict within which such elector re- 
sides.” 

It thus appears that a section of 
the old law fixes fifteen days before 
the election as the limit of time, and 
a clause of the new law fixes twenty- 
seven days. The apparent contradic- 
tion has been explained by the courts 
of Napa, Sonoma, Santa Cruz and San 
Luis Obispo counties in the following 
manner: When a new Great Register 
is ordered prepared by the Board of 
Supervisors, then the twenty-seven- 
day limit of the new law hee but 
when no new register is ordered pre- 
pared, but only a supplemental regis- 
ter, then the fifteen-day limit of the 
old law has force and application. 

Meantime, and pending a decision of 
the Supereme Court in the mooted 
point, transfers of registration will 
close on the night of the 12th inst., 
and consequently it behooves everyone 
desiring to vote to take no chances. 
At the same time it is worthy of men- 
tion that two years ago Couhty Clerk 
Newlin addressed a communication to 
the District Attorney’s office, inquir- 
ing if an elector could vote if his 
name had not been transferred, and 
did not appear in his precinct regis- 
ter. The District Attorney held at 
if the name appe y where on the 
Great Register of the County, and the 


| elector had resided for thirty days 
~ precinct, he was entitled to 
vote. 


A CHECK TRANSACTION. 


Compton Man Tries to Even Up by 
Criminal Process. 

A rather odd case came up before 
Justice Brockwell at Compton yester- 
day. when J. Flory, a dealer in hay 
and grain, was brought up for exami- 
nation on the charge of having ob- 
tained money under false pretenses. 

It appeared that P. P. Martin, the 
complaining witness, had received from 
Flory a check for $53 in payment for 
some hay. This check had passed into 
Flory’s possession in the ordinary 
course of business. When the check 
was presented at the bank for pay- 
ment it developed that the person who 
drew it had overdrawn his account by 
just $7.50. and minus that amount the 
check was honored. But Martin was 
not prepared to lose the $7.50, so 
turned round and swore out a com- 
plaint against Flory, from whom he 
had received the check, but who had 
absolutely no means of knowing that 
the bit of paper was other than it ap- 
peared to be on its face. Martin 
failed to see, even in court, that if 
he had any grudge _ it ought to be 
against the man who, in the first in- 
stance. drew the check, *Ithough even 
in such case a criminal action could 
not be. for the overdrawing of a bank 
account is ordinarily a very innocent 
proceeding. 

Dist.-Atty. Donnell had gone to 
Compton to prosecute the case, but 
when the facts were unfolded, he 
moved that it be dismissed, and it was 
so disposed of. 


A DRY DEFENSE. 


Arguments Took Three Hours and 
the Jury Five Minutes. 

The prosecution in the case against 
A. W. Campbell, charged with grand 
larceny in having buncoed Fred Sea- 
Krave out of $600 by a clever bit of 
trickery, was closed up in short order 
yesterday morning, and at about 11 
o’clock the jury was excused to allow 
counsel to argue points of law. 

Defending counsel contended that 
they were entitled to an instruction 
from the court to the jury to return a 
verdict of acquittal, on the groun4f that 
the evidence had not sustained the 
charge of grand larceny, as set out in 
the information. They insisted that if 
anything had been shown at all, it 
was that the money had been obtained 
by false pretenses, and as that charge 
had not been preferred, the defendant 
was entitled to discharge. The law 
makes it grand larceny if the money 
was appropriated while Seagrave con- 
tinued to hold title to it, but the de- 
fense inclined to the opinion that when 
Seagrave got the cash at the bank and 
gave it to Campbell in his assumed 
character of his (Seagrave’s) em- 
plover. he lost title, for he actually 
loaned the money to the supposed Mr. 
Daves, to use in paying his bills. In 
such case the crime might be obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses, but 
it could not be grand larceny, argued 
counsel. 

Judge Smith knocked out the motion 
to instruct the jury to acquit in the 
first round, and upon court reconven- 
ing at 2 o'clock, it developed that there 
was absolutely no evidence to be put 
forward by the defense, and argu- 
ments to the jury at once began. 

Both prosecution and defense hacked 
over the case until it was almost 5 
o'clock, and then the jury went out, 
and in five minutes—just Yime enough 
to make out the verdict—returned into 
court with a verdict of “guilty of 
«rand larceny as charged.” The fore- 
man. in reading the verdict, read C. 
B. instead of A. B. Campbell, but 
when his attention was called he recti- 
fled the slip of the tongue. Attorney 
Shinn took exception, however, to the 
verdict of the jury being changed, and 
demanded that it be polled. Every man 
answered that the’ verdict returned 
against A. B. Campbell was his own 


particular verdict, and the 
stood convicted. defendant 


TRIBUTE OF RESPECT. 


Associates of the Late W. A. Ryan 
to Draft Resolutions. 


Members of the Los Angeles-bar held 
a meeting yesterday for the purpose of 
taking such steps as might be deemed 
proper upon the death of the Hon. Wil- 
liam A. Ryan, who had been a prac- 
titioner in this city for a number of 
years. The meeting was called to or- 
der by J. W. Swanwick, Esq. Judge 
Van Dyke was called upon to preside 
and M. J. McGarry, Esq., to act as 
secretary. 

Robert J. Adcock, Esq., asked the 
privilege of saying a few words. He 
said he had known him since his boy- 
hood and then as in later life, he was 
distingushed by a vivacity, wit and 
amiability of character that won for 
him the esteem of many friends. In 
early years Mr. Ryan worked as a 
mechanic under his father, who was 
master mechanic for the C. B. & Q. 
road at Galesburg, Ill. Moved by a de- 
sire to be a lawyer, he in the even- 
ings studied law, and then for twelve 
consecutive years was elected City 
Clerk in the town where, Mr. Adcock 
remarked, he did not believe Mr. Ryan 
ever made an enemy. In 1884 he was 
admitted to practice by the Supreme 
Court of Illinois, and in a class of 
seventy members, he stood second on 
the list. Mr. Adcock concluded by al- 
luding to the fact that for five years 
he had been in a law partnership with 
Mr. Ryan, and in every relation of life 
had found him to be painstaking, faith- 
ful and true. i 

Frank G. Finlayson, on behalf of cer- 
tain of the close friends of the deceased, 
also paid tribute to the memory of the 
late Mr. Ryan. Mr. Finlayson recalled 
a remark of the deceased anent the 
time when he served in the District 
Attorney’s office. Mr. Ryan eaid that 
it pained him to prosecute a criminal 
even when knowing him to be guilty 
and although he would act conscien- 
tiously in carrying on the duties that 
devolved upon him, yet it ever gave 
him more pleasure to defend than to 
prosecute.

A ROUSING MEETING. 


First Ward Republicans Open Thetr

“PERNICIOUS ACTIVITY.” 

Some of the would-be critics of TH® 
Trmms have seen fit to express the 
opinion that we have gone farther 
than the facts will warrant in con- 
demning the active participation of 
Federal office-holders in political con- 
ventions, caucuses, etc., and in protest- 
ing against the appointment of such of- 
fice-holders to positions of prominence 
and importance in the active manage- 
ment of political campaigns. But it 
must be clear to all unprejudiced minds 
upon reflection, that this journal is 
right in its position, which is strictly 
s accord with the civil service rules 
and regulations, and with the better 
mtiment of men of both’ great polit- 

ical parties. 

The Civil-Service Rules of May 6, 
1896, amended to June 1, 1898, contain 
the following provision under Rule II: 

“7, Any person in the executive 
civil service of the United States who 
ghall willfully violate any of the pro- 
visions of the civil-service act or of 
these rules, shall be dismissed from of- 
fice. 

“2 No person in the executive civil 
gervice shall use his official authority 
or Official influence for the purpose of 
interfering with an election, or con- 
trolling the result thereof.” 

Again, circular No. 172, promulgated 
‘by the Civil Service Commission, reads 
as follows: | 

“WASHINGTON, (D. C.,;) May 12, 
1896.—-Sir: Your attention is invited 
the Presidential instructions of 
July 14, 1886, which are yet in force, 
and which were made part of Postal 
Rules and Regulations by the succeed- 
ing administration, and which were re- 
promulgated by the Postmpster-Gen- 
‘eral on May 23, 1894, ‘for the informa- 
tion and guidance of all officers and 
employés in the postal servicc.’ In 
that declaration the President warns 
Office-holders against the use of their 
Official positions in attempts to con- 
trol political movements in their lo- 
ealities. .. Office-holders ... 
should scrupulously avoid in their po- 
litical action, as well as in the dis- 
charge of their official duties, offend- 
ing, by display of obtrusive partisan- 
ship, their neighbors who have rela- 
tions with them as public officials. 
» . - The influence of Federal office- 
holders should not be felt in the ma- 
Ripulation of political primary meet- 
ings and nominating conventions. 
»- Individual interest and activity 
in political affairs are by no means con- 
demned. Office-holders are neither 
Gisfranchised nor forbidden the exer- 
tise of political privileges; but their 
privileges are not enlarged, nor is their 
Guty to be increased to pernicious 
mctivity by office-holding. ... The 
commission believes that the best in- 
terests of the service will be pro- 
moted by the non-participation of all 
members of its boards of examiners 
am political conventions or in the work 
of political committees.” 

This language is sufficiently explicit 
to be understood without difficulty by 
every person of intelligence. It con- 
Stitutes an official and sweeping con- 
@emnation of the participation of Fed- 
@ral officials, in any active capacity, in 
political campaigns, caucuses, conven- 
tions, etc.

THE INDIAN OUTBREAK. 

It may be that, after the cause for 
the Indian outbreak in Minnesota 
shall have been investigated, it will be 
found that the uprising was not due 
to any oppression or ill-treatment of 
the Indians by United States officials. 
We say, this may be found to be the 
case, but, if so, it will certainly be a 
marked exception to the rule. It may 
safely be stated that, in almost every 
instance where Indians have taken up 
arms against white men, since the 
early days of the settlement of the 
North American continent, such out- 
breaks have been due to ill treatment, 
or bad faitn, on the part of the whites. 
The greed’ and rapacity of Indian 
agents has cost the United States 
thousands of lives and millions of 
dollars. It was not until the San 
Carlos agency, in Arizona, was placed 
under charge of the military author- 
ities, that ‘the Apaches ceased their 
constant raids. 

There is a lesson in this, that the 
people of the United States may well 
ponder, now that we are about to un- 
dertake the task of governing several 
million half-civilized people, in dis- 
tant islands, some of whom are little, 
if any, more civilized than the Indians 
still remaining in the United States. 
If we are to escape from a protracted 
series of scandals, discreditable to the 
nation, we sha]l have to do one of two 
things—either introduce strict civil 
service rules in appointing officials to 
take charge of affairs in the islands, or 
else to place them under charge of the 
military. In the latter case, however, 
it might be well to wait until there is 
a change in the War Department. 


CUBANS AND INDEPENDENCE. 

An Associated Prees dispatch from 
Havana states*that-there are “ominous 
clouds on th@ hofiadn that indicate 
clearly trouble *with tthe Cubans, who 
are now openly proclaimifig their 
readiness to fight to the last drop of 
blood for absolute independence. Prom- 
inent chiefs in the insurgent army,” it 
is added in the dispatch, “have in- 
dicated their intention, as soon as the 
forthcoming elections are over, to 
come to Havana and work strenuously 
in behalf of independence. In this 
city théy are supported by the laboring 
classes or pacificos, not identified with 
the last uprising, three-fifths of whom, 
it may be safely estimated, profess 
their intention of joining the insur- 
gent ranks in the struggle for inde- 
pendence, and to fight the Americans 
if the latter in any way oppose abso- 
lute freedom of the island.” 

This, it must be confessed, is a 
highly interesting development of the 
Cuban situation. If the attitude of 
the Cubans is correctly stated, the con- 
clusion seems inevitable that they are 
a lot of dastardly fools, utterly un- 
worthy of the sacrifices of blood and 
treasure which have been made in 
their behalf by the American govern- 
ment, at the imperative behest of the 
American people. 

There is not, and there has never 
been, the least intention on the part 
of the United States to trespass upon 
the absolute independence of Cuba. We 
took up arms to secure Cuban inde- 
pendence. That was our avowed pur- 
pose in waging war against Spain, and 
we meant precisely what we said. The 
people of Cuba, for the first time in 
their lives, stand at the threshold of 
absolute political independence. To 
their great and powerful friend, the 
United States, they owe their deliver- 
ance from the yoke of Spanish oppres- 
sion. But this deliverance is not yet 
complete. It is only preliminary and 
tentative. Its completion depends en- 
tirely upon the continued friendship 
and guardianship of our government. 
If the United States should withdraw 
from Cuba today, Spanish sovereignty, 
with all its oppression, injustice and 
horror, would be reéstablished in 
Cuba within thirty days, and these 
miserable men, who are now prating 
and howling about “absolute Cuban 
independence,” would be at the mercy 
of their Spanish masters—-which means 
that they would be imprisoned, put to 
death, starved, and otherwise mal- 
treated without let or hindrance. 

These men, who have for months 
past been subsisting upon American 
charity—who have been obliged to eaf 
American rations in order to keep the 
breath of life in their carcasses—show 
a very indifferent quality of gratitude 
in threatening to bite the hand that 
feeds them. 

The government of the United States 
stands solemnly pledged before the 
world to give absolute political inde- 
pendence to the island of Cuba, and to 
guarantee the establishment in that 

\ 
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island of a free and stable government. 
Our pledge will be kept faithfully and 
to the letter. Cuba will have political 
independence, but we shall not with- 
draw our authority until that inde- 
pendence has been thoroughly estab- 
lished, and the capacity of the people 
of Cuba for independent self-govern- 
ment has been completely demon- 
strated. We shall not abandon the isl- 
and, nor shall we permit it to be recon- 
quered by Spain, or by any other 
power. We shall camp right down in 
Cuba until the conditions for with- 
drawal from the island are  satisfac- 
tory—until the people of Cuba can 
take care of themselves, and can gov- 
ern themselves in such manner as to 
insure domestic tranquillity and sta- 
bility of government. 

We shall do this thing in spite of 
all objections and protests. We shall 
save this miserable people, not only 
from Spain but from themselves, if 
necessary. The American people have 
entered upon this disagreeable and 
difficult undertaking, and we shall see 
it through to a successful conclusion 
at all hazards, 


STILL MORE KESSLER. 

There appears to be no end to the 
persistent enterprise of the local rep- 
resentative of Kessler & Company of 
New York. Not content with trying to 
ravish the committees of the political 
parties, the City Council, the news- 
papers, and the Chamber of Commerce, 
he has of late been laying indefatigable 
siege tq the Merchants’ and Manufac- 
turers’ Association and the Board of 
Trade, in the hope of inducing those 
bodies to take up the Kessler proposi- 
tion for a renewal of the municipal 
water franchise, and induce them to 
say a few good words for the scheme. 
Neither of the associations has seen 
fit to take any action in the matter, 
and Tue TIMEs ventures a prophesy 
that neither of them will do so. 

We would suggest to this tireless 
representative of New York capital 
that there are still a few organizations 
upon which he might try his persuasive: 
powers, such, for instance, as the Sun- 
set Club, the Friday Morning Club, the 
Academy of Sciences, and many others. 
Judging, however, from the discourag- 
ing results which followed the seduc- 
tion by this ardent financial<envoy of 
the Democratic City Committee, sev- 
efal months ago, and of the cool re- 
ception which he has received from 
the Chamber of Commerce, we cannot 
hoi out much hope for him in his 
quest for further bodies, as. subjects 
for his hypnotic powers. ' 

An then again, it may be presumed 
that the people of Los Angeles will 
have something to say on this sub- 
ject before it:is finally settled.

8. G. CARLISLE’S EFFORTS TO RING 
IN ILLEGAL VOTES, 


Crooked Work in the Second Ward 
in“the Interest of C. F. Lee. 
List of the Delegates to 
the Convention, 


Republican primaries were held 
throughout the city yesterday for the 
election of delegates to the municipal 
convention. In most instances the 
caucus nominees were clected, though 
desperate efforts were made by the dis- 
reputable element in both the Second 
and Third wards to run in opposition 
tickets. In the Third Ward some glar- 
ing frauds were attempted by Sheridan 
G. Carlisle and his confederates. in 
the Twenty-fourth Precinct, which is 
Carlisle’s particular stamping ground, 
a brazen attempt was made to run in 
a gang of heelers from other precincts 
under false names, This rascality was 
promptly exposed, and the Carlisle 
ticket was completely snowed under. 

The results of the primaries leave no 
doubt that Fred Eaton will be nomi- 
nated for Mayor by acclamation. The 
sentiment in his favor is universal, 
and it is not likely that any compati- 
tor will appear before the convenfion. 
John Drain is another sure winner. He 
will be renominated for Street Surer- 
intendent by a big majority. 

Herman Gilver will be renominated as 
Councilman from the Fourth Ward by 
the unanimous vote of the delegation. 
C. H. Toll will be similarly honored by 
the Fifth Ward. Louis Vetter has wcn 
his fight in the Third Ward, despite the 
disreputable methods employed xo de- 
feat him. In the Second Ward the con- 
test was close, but present indications 
point very strongly to Fred Baker’s 
renomination as Councilman. He made 
a clean' and honest fight against the 
gang of toughs and gamblers that 
lined up for Charlégs Lee. In the Sev- 
enth Ward Ben Louder will be nomi- 
for the Countél without orposi- 

PRACTICAL POLITICS. 

The rascally methods of push poli- 
tics were never better illustrated than 
by the frauds which were attempted 
in the Twenty-fourth Precinct in the 
Third Ward, This is the precinct in 
which 8. G. Carlisle lives. He has 
been eager to go as a delegate to the 
city convention, but was turned down 
at the caucus last Wednesday night. 
He then made up an opposition ticket 
with his own name upon it, and pre- 
pared to force it through at the pri- 
maries. Carlisle went over the Great 
Register, and took from it the names 
of a number of voters who had moved 
out of the precinct. Each of these 
names, with the business, age and resi- 
dence, was written upon the narrow 
slip of paper. Carlisle then employed 
Fox and Anderson, twa heelers from 
the venth and DBighth wards, re- 
s vely, to drum up voters from 
outside the precinct and bring them 
to the primary. The plan was to give 
to each of these imported voters one 
of Carlisle’s slips, and the recipient, 
in consideratiédn of four bits, was to 


ten on his slip, and vote the Carlisle 
ticket. The slips were small enough 
to be carried in the .palm of the vot- 
er’s hand, s0 as to be readily referred 
to in case he should chance to forget 
his name or residence. 

Carlisle was on hand as soon as the 
primary opened, and he prepared to 
carry out his scheme. Several fraudu- 
lent votes were successfully rung in, 
but it soon became evident that Car- 
lisle would be defeated unless more 
votes could be obtained. A trip was 
made to the saloon at the corner of 
Sixth and Broadway, where an Irish- 
man was found, who readily consented, 
for the usual price of our bits, to ge 
to the primary and vote for Carlisle. 
He was given a Carlisle ticket, and 
a slip bearing the. inscrip- 
tion:: “Lewis I"rancis Bacon, cem- 
ent worker, aged 42, 621 S. Olive.” 
He was instructed that this was the 
hame and description to which he was 
to answer. But the Irishman was not 
very well coached. When he reached 
the primary, instead of presenting the 
ticket. he handed over to the election 
officers the tell-tale slip. His vote was 
promptly challenged, but before he 
could be question closely he prudently 
bolted. A moment later Carlisle ap- 
peared, and was at once accused of 
being the author of the attempted 
fraud. He began to deny the charge, 
but J. Baum, who was standing by, 
reached over and took from Carlisle’s 
pocket another slip, bearing the name 
of John 8S. Quick. It was perfectly ap- 
parent that this was to be the name 
of the next Carlisle voter, whoever he 
might chance to be. 

About half an hour before the pri- 

mary closed two wagon-loads of grad- 
ers were brought up, evidently to help 
the Carlisle ticket through, but they 
mere not permitted to vote. 
The occurrences of yesterday will 
have one excellent result, for the voters 
of the Third Ward will in the future 
fully understand Sheridan Carlisle’s 
method of “doing politics.” 

Some crooked work was also . at- 
tempted in the Fifteenth Precinct, in 
the Second Ward, in the interest of Cc: 

Lee, who is after the nomination for 
Councilman. Charles Hamilton, one of 
Lee’s lieutenants, brought a man to 
the primary for the purpose of voting 
the Lee ticket. The man attempted to 
pass himself off as Frank Banholt of 
No. 118 North Olive street. He was 
immediately challeneged as an im- 
}postor, and Meat ‘Inspector Fred 

Hughes,. who happened: to be present, 
placed him under arrest and took him 
to the station. There the prisoner 
gave his name as Mallory. Late last 
evening he was released, as frauds at 
primaries do not constitute a legal of- 
fense. under the existing law. 

It is said that this was not the only 
case of frauduient voting in Lee’s in- 
terest. A brother of Solly Smith, the 

rize-fighter, attempted. to vote in t e 

fteenth Precinct, representing him- 
self to be I. S. Smith, of No. 219 North 
Olive. The deception was detected and 
he was not permitted to vote. 
CHARACTER OF THE DELEGATES. 

Taken as a whole, the list of. dele- 
gates is a satisfactory one. There aré 
many well-known. and representative 
citizens among them, and the better 
element will apparently be in the con- 
trol. As always happens, however, the 
disreputable element has succteded in 
getting in some representatives. Con- 
spicuous among them is Griffin of the 
Eighth Ward, who stole the ballot box 
in the Second Ward two months ago. 
There is little doubt that the conven- 
tion will refuse to recognize him as a 
delegate. 

Several of the delegates in other 
wards are men utterly unfitted to take 


pare in the convention. It is inevitable. 
however, with so large @ number of 


delegates, some black sheep should 
gain admittance.

About Sixty Thousand Laborers in 
the Paris Strike. 
‘[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
PARIS, Oct. 7.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The strike of the laborers here 
has extended to nearly all the building 
trades, and it is feared the railroad 
men will join in the movement. Work 
on the exhibition building and under- 
ground railroad has completely ceased. 
About 60,000 men have gone out on a 
-strike, and the situation is causing con- 

sternation. 

The attitude of the strikers is in 
creasingly aggressive, and fights be- 
tween strikers and so-called ‘black 
lexs’” are incessant, involving the in- 
tervention of the police, troops, and 
mounted republican guards, who have 
been obliged to repeatedly charge the 
strikers. The quarters in which riot- 
ing has taken place are patrolled by 
strong detachments of police and 
troops. There are great apprehensions 
lest the agitators turn the strike move- 
ment to political ends. 

The Temps declares that the leaders 
of the men are aiming at a general 
strike, if not at a revolution, and 
points out what a dreadful thing it 
would be if the exhibition of 1900 is 
compromised.

WANTS THE EARTH. 


HUNTINGTON BUYS MORE STREET- 
RAILROAD LINES. 


The Mateo-street Line and the Kays 
Franchises are the Latest Pur- 
chases—Freight Rates on Olives. 
New Use for Trolley Cars. 


H. E. Huntington, Mr. de Guigne and 
Antoine Borey, took their departure 
from the city yesterday noon on No 18, 
the San Francisco express. Before they 
left, it transpired that Mr. Huntington 
and his associates had bagged a few 
more railroads and railroad franchises 
in Los Angeles. 

The Mateo-~-street line is one of the 
new acquisitions of the Southern Pa- 
cific people, and others. This line has 
been owned chiefly by Abbott Kinney 
and has been operated by horses. It is 
@ fitting relic of anti-boom days, in all 
its features. The line runs from La 
Grande depot’ on Santa Fé avenue, 
south to Palmetto, thence on Mateo to 
Ninth, thence on Ninth back to Santa 
Fé avenue, and thence on this street 
to the south limits of the city. Judge J. 
D. Bicknell is busy making out the 
necessary papers for the transfer of the 
stock. 

The new owners will at once put the 
line in good condition and operate it by 
electricity. . 

A more important acquisition, al- 
though there is no improvements on it, 
is the franchise secured by J. C. Kays 
for a street railroad, which the city 
granted Mr. Kays May 6, 1897. . This 
covers a large territory. One branch 
begins at La Grande depot, and fol- 
lows Mateo street to Ninth. One runs 
from Santa Fé avenue west on Ninth 
to Spring, and north on Spring to Sev- 
enth; a third starts at Mateo and Pal- 
metto and crosses a piece of private 
property to Short street, thence on 
Santa Fé avenue to Stephenson avenue; 
another branch begins at Santa Fé awe- 
nue and Second street, follows Second 
to Vignes, Vignes to Aliso. Still another 
begins on Brooklyn avenue at the city 
limits, and follows that street to Bridge 
street, Bridge to Aliso, Aliso to Los’ An- 
xeles, Los Angeles to Seventh, Seventh 


to Hill, Another branch runs from 
Vignes up Second to Main, in to 
Seventh, Seventh to Mateo. e last 


branch runs on Ceres streets from Sev- 
enth to Wolfskill avenue. 

That is somewhat of an acquisition 
for one day. 
The proposition to raise the minimum 
limit on orange shipments seems to 
have died “abornin’ ’’ and is now as dead 
as Gen. Blanco’s mule. The shippers 
made such a loud roar that the rail- 
roads quit. The freight men are not 
sorry. One of them, in discussing the 
matter, put it substantially this way: 
“The roads carry vegetables at 90 cents 
per cental, furnish forty-foot cars and 
put the minimum at 24,000 pounds. 
This has to be done as vegetables must 
have ventilation. Oranges pay 90 cents 
per box, and surely the roads can af- 
ford to give the shippers forty-foot 
cars and let the minimum remain at 
24,000 pounds. My idea is when a ship- 
per wants a car, to give him the best 
at hand and fet him put in 24,000 
pounds or more, as his trade demands. 
The next shipper who comes, give him 
the best car left. If there is only a 
thirty-six-foot car, give that, and so 
down until a twenty-eight-foot car is 
reached. A car is often almost loaded 
before a shipper knows what is to be 
its destination, and he ought. to be per- 
mitted to put in or 336 or 390 boxes, 
as he sees fit. At 300 boxes even, the 
freight bill is $270 per car, $2700 for a 
Seer train, and the roads can stand 


The railroads have made a new rate 
of $1 per cental on abalone gshells, of 
which a great quantity is shipped to 
Germany. 

They have also made lower rates on 
Olives and olive oil to Chicaga, and 
common points. The old rates were 
$2.25 per cental for less than carload 
lots. and $1.75 for carload lots. The new 
rates are $1 and $1.50. As there are no 
olives to speak of in Southern Cali- 
fornia this year, the benefits of this 
liberality are in the distant future, if 
the rates are not raised next year. 

The roads have been doing a good 
business hauling out dried fruits and 
canned fruits. In spite of the dry sea- 
son, Southern California has cured 
probably 300 cars of dried fruits, not 
including raisins, and there have been 
packed perhaps 250 cars of canned 
fruits. The demand is so active and 
prices so satisfactory, that these goods 
are sold as fast as they are ready for 
market. 

Within a week walnuts will be mov. 
ing freely, and there are about five hun- 
dred cars of them to ship. Sales have 
been free and the movement will be 
brisk. 

Eastern localities, such as the coun- 
trv around Newport News, where a 
great quantity of garden truck. and 
berries is produced for distant markets, 
have discovered a new use for trolley 
lines The trolley cars run into the 
freight yards of the big railroads, and 
haul the largest refrigerator cars in use 
out into the gardens and fields, where 
the truck is grown, and leave them 
there to be filled. When filled the trol. 
ley car goes out and hauls it to the 
vard, where a train is made up.

J. J. JUNKLE IN JAIL. 


WEALTHY KANSAS MERCHANT 
HELD PRISONER FOR MURDER. 


He Lost Two Wives and a Step- 
daughter Suddenly and the Cor- 
oner’s Jury Finds There’s Poison 
in One Case. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

LAWRENCD (Kan.,) Oct. 7.—J. J. 
Junkle, a wealthy mefchant in Taylor, 
was arrested here today, charged with 
having murdered his wife by poisoning. 
Mrs. Junkle died ten days ago. About 
four weeks previous to the woman’s 
death, Birdie Cominyore, her fourteen- 
i ay daughter by a former hus- 
band, died after a lingering illness 
which baffled the skill of the 
physician. 

Upon the death of Mrs. Junkle her 
neighbors brought the case to the at- 
tention of the Coroner, who caused the 
woman’s stomach to be taken to the 
State University for an analysis of its 
contents. The result of this analysis 
was reported to the Coroner’s jury yes- 
terday. Strong signs of arsenic were 
present, and upon this showing, and 
upon the testimony of neighbors of the 
Junkies, the jury returned a verdict 
that Mrs. Junkle came to her death by 
poison administered at the hands of her 
husband and others to the jury un- 
known, Following the rendering of this 
verdict Junkle was arrested. - 

The stomach of Mrs. Junkle’s little 
daughter has now been removed for 
the purpose of analysis. 

A former wife of Junkle died sud- 
denly after her life had been heavily 
insured. 


‘TESTIMONY ALL IN. 


And a Damaging Case is Made 
Against Parson Mcintyre. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
DENVER (Cole.,) Oct. 7.—Upon the 
assembling ‘of the court-martial of 
Chaplain McIntyre of the Oregon this 
morning, the prosecution calleld Lee 
Ullery of Franklin, Ill., superintendent 
of construction of the new Denver 
mint, to give testimony in rebutttal. 
Attorneys for the defense went on 
record as objecting to the testimony 
offered. Ullery sa/d ,that ‘August 6 
he had a conversation with Chaplain 
Mcintyre at their hotel. The chaplain 
said, the witness declared, that 
“Fighting Bob” Evans was a coward, 
and that Admiral Schley “showed the 
white feather.’’

TIIE STATIST’S VIEWS. “The 
drain of cold to the United States now 
appears to have comm<neced,” says the 
London Statist. “As yet the demand is 
not sufficiently great to permit of geld 
being taken from the Bank of England 
at a profit, but it is in active request 
in the open market. How much there 
will be taken in all, of course, depends 
upon a variety of circumstances which 
cannot be foreseen, but that the 
@mount will be considerable seems be- 
yond question.” Referring to the mar- 
ket for securities, the Statist says that 
“with intrinsic conditions as sound as 
‘they appear to be, the fall in prices 
may not go far, and as soon as the har- 
‘Vest demand for money in the States 
has been satisfied, and money returns 
to New York, we may witness renewed 
improvement.” 


LOCAL DEMAND FOR MONEY. 
There is a fair demand in this city for 
money, as appears from the clearing- 
house reports. But there is no exces- 
Sive call for accommodations. The 
banks have ample funds, and there is 
@ good deal cf capital in private hands 
seeking investment. Rates are about 8&8 
per cent. net for small sums on short 
time, one to three years. Larger sums 
for three to five years may be had at 6 
per cent. net. Very large amounts for 
five years cculd be had perhaps as low 
a@s 4 to 4% jer cert. net. There is less 
building by a g¢od deal than has been 
the rule. th's item for nine months 
showing a falling-off of $200,000 as com- 
pared with year. The Sheriff's 
office reports September as the smallest 
month for business in about six years. 
Some chances made in the County 
Governmert Act cut off a good deal of 
business throuch the Sheriff's office, 
five or six years ago, and since then 
the statement holds true that Septem- 
ber was the month of least business 
through that channel. This indicates 
that liquidations incident to the col- 
lapse cf the boom ten years ago is 
nearly done. This, of course, means 
less demand for money. 


COMMERCIAL. 

WALLPAPER WILL RISE. Local 
merchants are expecting wallpaper to 
a@dvance in price perhaps 25 per cent. 
within a month. A powerful combine 
has been formed at the East to con- 
trol the output and prices. This will 

unwelcome news to many owners of 
Small cottages and of small income. 
Pretty wallpaper at 5 cents a bolt 
has enabled many a poor family to 
enjoy a neat and artistic home. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

SPAIN IS POOR. The one plaint of 
fipain’s Peace Commission at Paris is 
“Spain is so poor.”” No wonder Spain 
is poor, if the pride and lack of busi- 
ness foresight on the part of the people 
of Spain are considered. 

Aside from the loss of her colonies 
and the ships destroyed in battle, the 
War has cost Spain about $384,800,000. 
Information to this effect has been re- 
ceived at the Navy Department from 
the nawal attaché of this government 
ebroad. Including the cost of prepara- 
tion in anticipation of the war begun by 


Spain in May, 1895, these sums have 
been raised: 


From the sale of 322.944 Cuban notes, 


$25,242,255: from the sale of 60,000 Cuban | 


motes of 1886, $5,784,897; loan of 400,000,- 
pesetas on customs guarantee, $74,- 
400,000; from the sale of silver, etc., 
$866,338; loan of the Bank of Sipain on 
Cuban guarentee, $58,400,000; loan of the 
Bank of Spain on customs guarantee, 
$48,200,000: loan of the Bank of Spain 
on guarantee of contributions, $32,000,- 
000; loan of the Bank of Spain 4 per 
cent. internal debt, $29,000,000; Philip- 
wine taxes, $37,000,000. These sums do 
mot include debts for transports, etc., 
contracted by the government, which 
@re placed at approximately $62,000,000. 
According to the information in the 
Possession of the department, all the 
money has been expended on expedi- 
tions sent to the colonies, whose total 
amounts to 180,431 soldiers, 6923 officers, 
including 700 generals. 

CLOTHESPINS. Few would imagine 
what an important item of commerce 
the humble clothespin is. A New York 
merchant thus discourses on the seem- 
ingly trivial subject: 

“There are probably very few people 
Outside the trade who know anything 
concerning the vest number of clothes- 
pins that are annually required to sup- 
viv the millions of housekeepers 
throughout the United States,” said a 
wholesale dealer in such goods in New 
York to the writer recently. “It is esti- 
mated that as many as 50,000,000 dozen, 
or 600,000,000 single pins, are manufac- 
tured in eastern and western factories 
every year. The product ts superior in 

orkmanship and finish to anything of 
te kind turned out anywhere in the 
world, and is shipped largely to all 

of Europe, where it cam be sold 
cheaper than the rough and poorly 
home-made article. 

“Clothespins are made in this country 
Principally out of beech and maple. 
Biocks of this wood are fed to a very 
ingenious and exceedingly rapid-run- 
ming machine, which has three separate 
compartments. One of these cuts a 
block of wood up into a dozen or more 
pleces, each of which is suitable for 
forming a pin. It next seizes and cuts 
the ‘crutel,’ or place that is to grip the 
wash on the clothesline, and the final 
operation turns the neck and head of 


the pins, and smooths and finishes them 


off by the bushel, ready for use. The 
pins are then packed into boxes, each 


_ containing 720, and the boxes are then 
‘mailed up by another labor-saving ma- 


cline, ready for the market. 
“There are two grades of clothespins, 


“@rsts and seconds. The best quality are 


Worth 35 cents, and the inferior ones 
well’ for 25 cents per box wholesale.”

STATE OF TRADE. 


Dun’s Weekly Review. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 


NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade will say tomorrow 
that the iron industry still gains so rapidly 


that the iron industry still gains 
so rapidly that an unnhealtny toom 
woulé seem to be in orogress, but 
for the peculiar conditions. In spite 


of the commission of valley producers, who 
now propose a joint selling agency at Pitts- 
burgh, sales run a little below their fixed 
figures, $10.49 being quoted at Pittsburgh 
and 9.25 for grey forge, while southern and 
local ‘ron are steady at Cuicago, and An- 
thracite is now strong at Philadelphia. But 
the consuming demand is remarkably heavy, 
and large contracts this week cover>d 3000 
tons of structural iron at Chicago, 8000 tons 
for Boston, 2000 tons (ship later) at Cleve- 
land, and a heavy demand for bars, the 
Pennsylvania road requiring 2500 cars and 
the Northwestern 2000. Wheat has been de- 
clining, with foreign reports sumewhat fa- 
vorable as to European crops, and vet the 
actual shipments have been 3,506,947 bush- 
els, flour included, for the week, against 
4,468,954 bushels for the corresponding week 
last year. All reports still indicute that 
farmers are quite generally holding back 
their crop in the hope of higher prices, 
and collections in the West are almost 
everywhere retarded on that account, and 
yet the western receipts amount to 10,- 
539.359 bushels, against 8,810,720 for the same 
week last year. Failures for the week have 
been 169 in the United States, against 212 
last year, and 23 in Canada, against 29 last 
year. 


Bradstreet’s Review. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say that with the exception of some 
parts of the South, where heavy storms and 
yellow fever, with resulting quarantine 
checks to distribution, a very large business 
appears to be doing, though complaints of a 
narrow margin of profit are well-nigh unani- 
mous. While the bank clearings of Septem- 
ber point to a slightly smaller business done, 
the country over, than one year ago, this 
week's figures point to a fair gain over last 
year, and therefore over all previous records 
for this week of the year. The volume of 
distribution, as a whole, is well up to or 
above that reported a year ago in most 
sections, and therefore far in advance of 
recent preceding periods. As or some time 
past, the most activity is perceptible in the 
West and Northwest and on the Pacific 


Coast, particularly at Puget Sound and Co-. 


lumbia River points. It has been a carnival 
and fall celebration period at a number of 
western cites this week, and as a result 
laree distribution, both retail and wholesale, 
is reported. At leading eastern markets re- 
cently favorable reports are fully maintained, 
with business in textiles, particularly cotton 
and woolen goods, least favorably situated. 
Signs are not wanting that the spread of 
yellow fever in some sections of the South, 
with resulting quarantines, has sharply 
checked trade in the lower Mississippi Val- 
ley, while heavy storms on the South Atlantic 
Coast have operated to arrest disribution 
and reduce the rice crop. The general in- 
dustrial situation is a very favorable one. 
Marked activity continues to be a feature 
of the iron and steel trades, but the im- 
mense rate of production at present, in the 
absence of immediate new deman‘s, has 
caused a sharing of su:ne few grades of pig- 
iron and steel bit!tets. Movements in an up- 
ward direction, however, are reported from 
the West. The situation as to prices gener- 
ally is one of sustained strength, wheat be- 
ing prominent in this respect, while the 
most important reduction is that growing out 
of the refined-sugar war. To the exceptional 
strength of ocean freights is charged some 
of the falling-off in exports from southern 
points. ‘Business failures are still down to 
a minmum, numbering 164 for the week, 
against 166 last week, 237 in this week a 
year ago, and 238 in 1896. Active demand for 
the actual wheat and unprecedented smaller 
stocks to start with, hive constituted a bal- 
ance for generally estimated maximum world 
yields, and recent considerable increase in 
stocks at home and abroad. In the face, 
therefore, of a gain of 7,000,000 bushels in 
American and European stocks last week, 
prices influenced by the small gain in 
world's stocks in September—15,500,000—have 
ruled firmer and higher. Bradstreet’s 
monthly report of wheat stocks shows R. 

of 23,528,000 bushels,.a gain of 10,- 
435.000 bushels for the month, against 12,746, - 
oo bushels a year ago, while European 


rive 


bushels, again of only 5,400,000 bushels 
against 14,200,000 bushels in September a 
year ago. A combined gain is here indicated 
of only 15,500,000 bushels, against 27,000,000 
last year, and 20,000,000 to 21,000,000 bushels 
gain in 1895 and 1896. Stocks in the country 
and Canada past of the Rockies, October 1, 
are the smallest reported at that date since 
1882. Prices of leading staples, as reported 
to Bradstreet’s, while showing rather more 
irregularity in the majority, are well held. 
Canada’s failures this week number 23, 
against 23 ldst week, 45 a year ago, 37 in 
1896, 54 in 1895 and 37 in’ 1894. 

Bradstreet’s Financial Review will say 
tomorrow that it has been an irregular mar- 
ket, with restricted professional trading. 
Most of the developments, including the cur- 
rent reports of railroad earnings, have been 
favorable, but the breaks in the industrial 
stock list, under the lead of Tobacco, last 
week, and of Sugar stock this week, have 
apparently eliminated public interest for the 
time being. London has shown a disposition 
to purchase the Pacific stocks, but its trans- 
actions here have had little effect. The in- 
creasing ease of the money market seems 
to be responsible for the renewed activity 
and strength in the bond list, but neither 
this nor the continuance of gold imports 
seem to revive the flagging spirit of specu- 
lation. The chief incident has been the 
weakness of American Sugar stock on cut- 
ting prices for the refined article. The rail- 
roads have been neglected, but some special- 
ties have been actively manipulated aid ad- 
vanced. Tobacco has ceased to be a leader 
of the market, the revelation about the 
disagreements and Nquidation of the pocl 
in the stock having quieted the street's ap- 
prehensions about the industrials as a class. 
Sugar, however, took Tobacco’s place in the 
market. Prices for refined have been gen- 
erally reduced, both by American Company 
and the opposition refineries, until Thure- 
day it was understood that granulated sug*r 
was sold at about 4% cents a pound, which, 
it is believed, removes all profit from the 
refining business. From 118% at the begin- 
ning of the week, the price of Sugar stock 
fell to 112%, its course being marked with 
zreat irregularity and frequent rallies cn 
the short interest. The latter incidents 
were assisted by the apparent scarcity of 
stock and the prevalence of a premium for 
borrowing it of one-sixteenth to one-quarter 
of 1 per cent. e other industrials were 
but little affected by the course of Sugar. 
People’s Gas was very strong, rising from 
101 to 106% on inside support and intima- 
tions that the arrangements settling the 
natural-gas diepute and involving the pur- 
chase of an important auxiliary company 
which supplies the ee with oil are de- 
cidedly beneficial, although an issue of 
$3,000,000 new etock is said to be part of the 
arrangement. In the outside market the 
Federal Steel Company stocks have been the 
object of considerable dealings at well-sus- 
tained prices, the common being about 28@ 
29. The railroad share list has been neg- 
lected. The Grangers, with the exception of 
Rock Island, which had support on its fa- 
vorable August statement. were dull. Atchi- 
son preferred was something of a feature, 
rising to 34 on rumors that dividends will 
commence in January. Northern Pacific 
common, on the other hand, has been irregu- 
lar in spite of foreign support. ‘After sell- 
ing up to 42, it encountered liquidating sales 
on discouraging rumors about the proba- 
bility of a dividend in the common and mys- 
terious intimations regarding alleged dis- 
agreement between leading interests to the 
management. Railroad bonds have been 
active and strong, the Atchison issues being 
particular features. Government bonds are 
steady for the new 4s, though the banks 
are selling the latter and buying the new 
3s war bonds, which have been very strong 
at an advance to 105% asked.

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


Shares and Money.

NEW YORK. Oct. 7.—The stock market 
continued narrow and professional today, 
and even the industrial specialties which 
have shown violent fluctuations and fever- 
ish activity for some time past fell into 
comparative quiet. The industrials, never- 
theless, continued to occupy the most promi- 
nent place im the trading. The movement of 
prices in this group was conflicting in the 
early part of the trading, but the reaction- 
ary tendency gained the upper hand in most 
cases and wiped out nearly all of the earlier 
gains. Sugar was Iicss active than of late, 
but ruled above yesterday's level most of 
the day and rajlieéd a point from the lowest 
in the late dealings in face of the con- 
tinued heaviness of the general market. 
Metropolitan was advanced early to 167, but 
broke in the late dealings to 163%. Peo- 
ple’s Gas and Brooklyn Transit also enjoyed 
their period of strength, but succumbed in 
the late dealings, the latter showing a net 
loss of 1%. Tobacco, Consolidated Gas, 
Cleveland, Lorain and Wheeling preferred, 
Reading first preferred, Pacific Coasts 
and a number of other epecialatiaes were 
notably weak. In the railroad list the most 
notable feature was the continued |jate of- 
ferings of Northern Pacific and the ab- 
sorbtive power cf the stock shown by the 
market. The opening was at a decline of 
%, in spite of the fact that it was the one 
American stock which shows an advance 
in London. The price declined at one time 
1% and rallied only feebly. Some effort was 
apparent to support the price at times, 
which was attributed to German holders, 
but the burden of liquidation was too heavy. 
Union Pacific sympathized. The preferred 
stocks of both companies were noticeably 
firm, the declaration of the regular quar- 
terly dividend of 1 per cent. on Northern 
Pacific preferred being an incident of the 
day. There were rumors in connection with 
the decline in Northern Pacific common, of 
serjous differences amongst inside interests, 
over questions of policy, these interests 
holding a very influential position towards 
the whole transcontinental situation. There 
is fear that further conflicts over transcon- 
tinental business will be involved. Next to 
the Pacifics the Grangers were most notably 
affected. The failure of this group to re- 
spond to the very favorable earnings shown 
by recent statements also invited realizing.

CASE AGAINST TWO ALLEGED 
HIGHWAYMEN IS DISMISSED. 


How a Tramp Lawyer Carried the 
Day—Dramatic Scene in Justice 
Merriam’s Court—Annual Meet- 
ing of Y.M.C.A—Return of a 
Wanderer. 


PASADENA, Oct. 7.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The preliminary examination in Jus- 


_ tice Merriam’s court this afternoon of Her-. 


bert Wright and Dan McCarty, on the charge 
of holding up J. C. Ragsdale of Sierra Madre, 
proceeded dramatically and ended sensation- 
ally. Though Ragsdale made oath that they 
were the villains who Knocked him over the 
head with a revolver on the night of Octo- 
ber 1, and though the respondents had, when 
@rrested, a larger armament of bigger pistols 
than peaceably disposed persons usually 
carry, the case was dismissed, and it was 
done in a way that left the spectators in 
doubt as to who did it, the court, or Deputy 
District Attorney Williams. 
Mr. Ragsdale accused the fellows of design- 
ing to rob him, but the deputy district attor- 
ney ordered the complaint amended to ‘‘as- 
sault with intent to commit murder.” Then 
it appeared that one of the principal wit- 
nesses, the English tramp, of sweet sixteen, 
“Charles Frederick Pearson, sir,’’ had added 
ohne more to his world-wide achievements by 
escaping from the officers. There was a dit- 
ference of opinion between the court and 
Constable Wallis as to how the boy happened 
to be in parts unknown when wanted; but on 
somebody's authority he was released on his 
own recognizance a few days ago; and deemed 
expedient to promptly continue his trav- 
els. 
The ground on which the prosecution was 
dropped, as it appeared, was the on of 
the complainant that although he had known 
Wright, he did not recognize him on the 
Right of the assault; but the case really was 
queered by the strange talk of “revenge,’’ 
and ‘‘stringing them up with a rope’’ which 
Ragsdale’s brother-in-law admitted ha 
made when the tramps weré discovered.

seen in a justice’s court. It was the tramp 
lawyer that won the case.

BE TESTED. 


Typographical Union’s Petition for 
All County Printing Causes Pro- 
test from Other Printers—Hel- 
vetin Mine at Julian Reported 
Sold—Coronado Duck Hunting.

SAN DIBGO, Oct. 7.—{[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The three big guns of Ballast Point 
are to open their throats today or tomorrow 
and belch steel projectiles across the Coro- 
nado waters. Maj. Edward Field, U.S.A., 
inspector of ordnance on this Coast, is here 
from San Francisco to superintend the trial 
of the guns. An ordinary shot for hostile 
purposes costs $500, consuming 240 pounds 
of brown prismatic powder, ané@ firing a steel 
projectile weighing 500 pounds. 

For target practice an iron shot is used, 
costing much less. The test is made not 
only to prove the gun, but also to determine 
how the cement substructure stands the 
strain, and also whether or not the big 
lights of Point Loma Lighthouse will with- 
stand the shock. The guns make a dull 
booming roar, which is easily heard eight or 
ten miles away. 

TYPOGRAPHICAL UNION. 

The Typographical Union petition to the 
Supervisors to have all county printing bear 
the union label has caused war. A number 
of printers have entered their protest before 
the board, denoancing what they call an 
attempt to monopolize the printing of the 
county. They declare that they are employ- 
ing printers, and are taxpayers, and that it 
is contrary to law and good government to 
favor a class.

Word was brought to the 
Sheriff’s offce this afternoon of a bloody 
duel in the peat lands near Smeltzer’s Sta- 
tion, in which Jack Grigsby was fatally 
shot by Thomas Cook. Particulars of the 
difficulty cannot be learned, any further 
than that Grigsby was shot in the ab- 
domen with a 44 Colts revolver and is at 
the point of death.

After it was over Cook went to 
a field nearby, and informed a man working 
there that he had shot Grigsby and asked 
him to go ané see about it, after which 
Cook went to his home. 

Officers in company with County Physician 


Hill started for the scene of the shooting 
immediately to arrest Cook and see what 
could be done for the wounded man. Cook 
was met on his way to town. He surren- 
dered himself to the officers. He is now in 
the County Jail. 

He is a well-to-do farmer of the peat 
lands, about 40 years of age and bears a 
good reputation. Grigsby. who is his neigh- 
bor, is a powerfully built man about 35 
years o14, Both men are married and have 
families. 

Cook has been visite? at the jail by a 
number of his friends. To them he talked 
freely of the shooting, asserting that he 
acted in self-defense. He refuses positively 
to make any statement for publication, say- 
ing that the facts will come out at the ge 
HNminary examination, which will be held as 
soon as it is known what the result of 
Grigsby’s wounds will be.

Mrs. S. L. Longstreet, who at-

KINNEY ON AMENDMENTS. 


His Views of the Proposed Additions 
to the State Constitution. 
Abbot Kinney gave the members of 
the Hickory Club his opinion of the 
proposed seven amendments (0 the 
State constitution, at the regular 
weekly meeting of the club last night. 
After he had exploited his views on 
this subject, he launched into a 
diatribe against the army and the 
navy, asserting vehemently that in his 
opinion these powerful branches of the 
national government were conducted 
by politicians, and that officers have 
received preferment, and large ad- 
vancement because of political pull. 
He cited the rise of Rear-Admiral 
Sampson as an example of this. His 
remarks on the latter subject, coming 
from the man who tried to disfranchise 
the veterans at the Soldiers’ Home, 
were not enthusiastically received, ex- 
cept when heated reference was made 

to Secretary of War Alger. 

According to a printed circular, the 
speaker spoke in behalf of the local 
Democratic Committee on Organiza- 
tion. of which he is the chairman. He 
said he disapproved of the first 
amendment, which, he said, was an 
effort to legalize illegal debts, and was 
therefore fraudulent. The amendment 
has reference to the unpaid debts of 
the city of San Francisco. 

He favored the second amendment, 
which would permit any county, by a 
board of freeholders, to determine the 
number. duties and pay of its officers, 
and in general to frame its own local 
government and fix its cost, making it 
absolutely distinct from a city, except 
in name. This would give a county 
the some privileges of government as 
a city now has. He said the idea was 
a Democratic principle, resembling 
home-rule, and that his party should 
therefore favor it. 

He said he believed the establish- 
ment of the proposed court of claims 
was a good and feasible plan, because 
it would save the State money, as the 
judges would serve gratis, and this 
court would obviate in a measure the 
corruption to which the Legislature is 
now tempted when big claims are be- 
fore it. 

San Francisco, he said, should have 
complete control over its local affairs, 
and he therefore favored the fourth 


amendment. He thought this freedom 
would insure better government. to 
that city. 


He said he saw no objection to the 
fifth amendment, which provides that 
the Lieutenant-Governor shall have 
only one vote in the Senate, in case of 
a tie! and details the line of succes- 
sion in case the Governor cannot serve 
as chief executive pending an election. 

Mr. Kinney dwelt longest upon the 
sixth amendment, wherein provisions 
are made for a radical change in the 
school law. The idea is to divert in 
part the school money now available 
for grammar and primary schools to a 
high school system. The speaker char- 
acterized the object as vicious, and 
said that the proposed new system is 
entirely unnecessary, and would be the 
means of cheating the grammar and 
primary schools out of the money they 
need. and drive out many of the high 
schools now conducted, as he under- 
stood that there were not an abun- 
dance of high school pupils. He read 
a communication to him from Superin- 
tendent of Schools Foshay, in which 
the latter objected to the provisiéns 
of the amendment on technical grounds, 
as well as on general princinles. 

In the matter of the seventh amend- 
ment he was neutral, saying that it 
was an experiment, as far as he had 
been able to learn. This amendment 
provides that the State Legislature 
shall meet and sit for twenty-five days, 
during which time bills may be intro- 
duced. He thought this might prevent 
bills being. rushed through at the 
last moment. He urged upon his audi- 
ence to vote his way of thinking. 

Congressman C. A. Barlow (B. 0.) 
also spoke, confining his remarks en- 
tirely to railroads and their influence 
in politics. and the Republican party 
and its nominees for offce. The other 
speakers were I. H. Mulholland. J. L. 
Murphy, E. I. Woodman and William 


Mead. Resolutions of regret for the 
death of Judge W. A. Ryan were 
passed.
